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Report of the State Board of Visitors, 



To His Excellency Woodrow Wilson, Governor of the State of 
New Jersey: 

Sir — The Board of Visitors to the State Agricultural College 
herewith present their forty-seventh annual report upon the pres- 
ent condition and courses of instruction at that institution, as 
required by the act creating the Board, entitled "An act appro- 
priating scrip for the public lands granted to the State of New 
Jersey by the act of Congress approved July second, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-two/' and approved April 4th, 1864. 

The members of the Board made an annual examination of the 
students pursuing the regular and special courses of instruction 
on the 29th day of December, 1910. They also visited the labora- 
tories, the draughting rooms, the military drill hall, the collections 
of the institution and the farm provided for the State Agricul- 
tural College by the Trustees of Rutgers College. They also ex- 
amined the preparations made for the classes in the Short 
Courses in Agriculture. A subsequent visit was made to the 
Agricultural College and to the farm on July 21st, 1910. 

The Board adopted a resolution expressing its full satisfac- 
tion with the courses and facilities of instruction offered by the 
Trustees of Rutgers College, of the continued devotion of the 
professors and instructors in their various lines of class and 
laboratory instruction, and of the proficiency of the students in 
their various branches of study. 

During the year the membership of the Faculty has been 47, 
and all but four of this number have given instruction in the 
Scientific School. 

The enrollment of students for the year was 614; graduate 
students, 4; seniors, 41 ; juniors, 56; sophomores, 81 ; freshmen, 
1 01 ; special students, not candidates for a degree, 85; classical 
school students, 67, and preparatory school pupils, 181. The 
degree of Bachelor of Science was conferred upon 36 graduates

in June, 191 1. Of these graduates, 9 had pursued the Course 
in Agriculture, 1 the Course in Biology, 1 the Course in Chem- 
istry, 6 the Course in Ceramics, 16 the Course in Civil En- 
gineering, 1 the Course in Mechanical Engineering, and 2 the 
Course in General Science. The degree of Bachelor of Arts 
was conferred upon 14 candidates and the degree of Bachelor 
of Letters upon 6 graduates at the same time. 

A four-year General Science Course, requiring fifteen points 
for admission, was inaugurated in September, 1910, with an 
attendance of 19 students. 

The Chemistry Building, begun last year, was opened for use 
in May, 191 1, the construction being completed and the equip- 
ment for the most part installed. 

The State of New Jersey has made a special appropriation 
of $10,000 for the furnishing, equipping and arranging of an 
Entomology Building and the Physics Laboratory. 

The full report of the President, following later in this 
pamphlet, shows a year of marked improvement and advance- 
ment.

To His Excellency Woodrow Wilson, Governor of the State of 
New Jersey: 

Sir — In compliance with the act of Congress, approved 26. 
July, 1862, and the act of the Legislature of New Jersey, ap- 
proved 4th April, 1864, I beg leave to submit, on behalf of the 
Trustees of Rutgers College, the forty-seventh annual report of 
Rutgers Scientific School. 

The Faculty has sustained a very serious loss in the death of 
Edward Burnett Voorhees, D.Sc, Professor of Agriculture, who 
died at New Brunswick June 6th, 1911. The College, the State, 
the cause of science and the work of agricultural education have 
all lost a devoted and distinguished worker and leader. Dr. 
Vporhees was graduated from Rutgers College with the degree 
of Aj.B. in 188 1 ; he received from his Alma Mater the degree of ' 
A.M. in 1884; an d * n 1900 he received the degree of D.Sc. from 
the University of Vermont. During the year 1 881-1882 he was 
Assistant in Chemistry at Wesleyan University and in 1882 he 
became connected with the New Jersey Experiment Stations. 
He became Director of the State Station in 1893 and of the 
College Station in 1896. He was appointed Professor of Agri- 
culture in 1890. He was an original investigator and the author 
of many books and articles on chemical and agricultural subjects. 
His reputation extended to foreign lands and he was the recipient 
of many honors. In New Jersey he held many important posi- 
tions of public and scientific sort, and his service to the State 
was of exceptional value. Dr. Voorhees had been in impaired 
health since February, 1910, and definite leave of absence from 
February, 1911, was given him. 

In the report of the year 1909-1910 mention was made of the 
death of Rolph Barlow Page, Ph.D., Acting Professor of His- 
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tory, which occurred just after the close of that year, August 6th, 
191 o, at Toronto, Canada. 

Two resignations from the Faculty have been received. Ed- 
ward Luther Stevenson, Ph.D., was appointed Instructor in 
History in 1890, Associate Professor in 1891 and Professor of 
History in 1893. He was given leave of absence from February, 
1910, to June, 191 1, to undertake temporarily the office of Sec- 
retary of the Hispanic Society of America. He later presented 
his resignation in order to enter upon permanent service with 
the Society, and the resignation was accepted, to take effect June 
30th, 191 1. Professor Stevenson, serving ably in his department 
for twenty years, was zealous also in the general activities of the 
College, especially sustaining the series of debates carried on by 
the undergraduates during recent years. His original and valu- 
able work in cartography, by which he has gained wide distinc- 
tion, has brought honor also to the College which he served. 

Henry DuBois Mulford, D.D., was appointed Professor of 
the English Language and Literature in 1897. He has also been 
Lecturer on the English Bible since 1903. He was given leave 
of absence for the year July 1st, 191 o, to July 1st, 19(11. He 
later presented his resignation in order to give himself fully 
to other matters commanding his attention, and the resignation 
was accepted to take effect June 30th, 191 1. Professor Mul- 
ford, as both graduate and professor, has been devotedly attached 
to the College and incessantly concerned for its highest welfare. 
Bleside faithfully fulfilling his departmental work he has been 
one of the regular College preachers. 

The following promotions are announced : 

In January, 1910, Clarence Ward, A.M., since 1908 Lecturer 
on Architecture, was made Assistant Professor of the History 
of Art. With the beginning of the new year, July 1st, 191 1, 
Kary Cadmus Davis," Ph.D., since 1908 Associate Professor of 
Agriculture, becomes Professor of Agronomy; Frank Randall 
Pratt, B.Sc, since 1907 Instructor, becomes Assistant Professor 
of Physics; Frederick Charles Minkler, B.9., since 1908 In- 
structor in Agriculture, becomes Assistant Professor of Animal 
Husbandry; Aflbert Rittenhouse Johnson, B.Sc, since 1908 In- 
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structor, becomes Assistant Professor of Mathematics; William 
Bertram Twiss, A.M., since 1909 Instructor, becomes Assistant 
Professor of English. 

The following appointments have been made during the year : 

John Hubbard Logan, A.M., Acting Professor of History. 
Professor Logan was graduated from Mercer University with the 
of A.B. in 1899, and from Union Theological Seminary in 1903; 
he received the degree of A.M. from Columbia University in 
1904. During the years 1 905-1907 amd in the summers of 1908 
and 1909 he studied abroad, in part at the University of Berlin, 
the University of Geneva and the University of Paris. From 
1907 to 1 910 he taught at Colgate University, most recently as 
Associate Professor of Ecclesiastical History. He has served 
during the year while the Professor of History has been on 
leave of absence and he has accepted renewed appointment for 
the year 1911-1912. 

Maurice Adin Blake, B.S., Associate Professor of Horticul- 
ture. Professor Blake was graduated from Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College with the degree of B.S. in 1904. During the 
year 1904-5 he war, Assistant Horticulturist at the Rhode Island 
College and Experiment Station; during 1905-6 he was In- 
structor in Horticulture at the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege; since 1906 he has been the Horticulturist of the New 
Jersey State Agricultural Experiment Station. 

Ray Gordon Voorhorst, B.S., Instructor in Horticulture. Mr. 
Voorhorst was graduated from the State Agricultural College 
of Michigan with the degree of B.S. in 1910. 

Frederick Frelinghuysen Couch, M.E., Instructor in Mechan- 
ical Engineering. Mr. Couch was graduated from Lehigh 
University with the degree of M. E. in 1909. He has been in 
the service of the Pennsylvania railroad in its mechanical en- 
gineering department. 

Edward Franklin Hauch, M.A., Instructor in Modern Lan- 
guages. Mr. Hauch was graduated from Toronto University 
with the degree of B.A. in 1907. In 1909 he received the degree 
of M.A. from Columbia University. Since 1907 he has been 
Instructor in German at the Horace Mann School. 
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Floyd Earl Chidester, Ph.D., Instructor in Biology. Dr. 
Chidester was graduated from Syracuse University with the 
degree of Ph.B. in 1907. From Clark University he received 
the degree of AIM. in 1908 and the degree of Ph.D in 191 1. 
During the year 1906-7 he was Laboratory Assistant in Biology 
at Syracuse University. In 1908 he was Assistant in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and from 1909 he was Instructor in Biology 
and Zoology at Depauw University. 

Harry Reynolds Lewis, RSc, Instructor in Dairy Husbandry. 
Mr. Lewis was graduated from Rhode Island State College with 
the degree of RSc. in 1907. From 1907 to 1910 he was 
Professor of Agriculture at the Baron de Hirsch Agricultural 
School. During the last year he has been Instructor in the Short 
Courses at Rutgers. 

James Claude Thomson, BI.Sc., Assistant in Chemistry. Mr. 
Thomson was graduated from Rutgers College with the degree 
of B.Sc. in 1910. During the year 1910-1911 he held a Vander 
Poel Fellowship. 

Ralph Heidingsfeld, B.Sc., Assistant in- Ceramics. Mr. Heid- 
ingsfeld was graduated from Rutgers College with the degree 
of B.Sc. in 191 1. 

Mr. Charles Hale, Assistant in English. Mr. Hale has been 
for some years Principal of the High School at Catskill, New 
York. 
: The number now in the corps of instruction is 55. 

Fellowship assignments for the year 1911-1912 are as fol- 
lows: 

A Vander Poel Fellowship in Science to James Claude Thom- 
son, B.Sc, a graduate of the Class of 1910; a Vander Poel Fel- 
lowship in Science to Lloyd Mervin Van Ness, B.Sc, a graduate 
of the Class of 191 1; the James H. Blodgett Fellowship in 
Science to Wallace Todd Eakins, B.Sc., a graduate of the Class 
of 191 1 ; the John Oliver Herbert Memorial Fellowship in 
Political Science to John De Lancey Ferguson, A.B'., a graduate 
of the Class of 191 1. 

It is appropriate also to report that the Rhodes Scholarship 
at Oxford, the New Jersey appointment for the term 1911-1914, 
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has been awarded by the committee, consisting of the Dean of 
Princeton University, the President of Rutgers College and the 
President of Stevens Institute, to Samuel Arthur Devan, A.B., 
a graduate of Rutgers of the Class of 1909; also to report that 
Francis Marmaduke Potter, a member of the same class at Rut- 
gers, completes at this time his study at Oxford under the 
Rhodes Scholarship for New Jersey which was awarded to him 
in 1908. 

The student registry for the College year 1910-1911 was the 
largest in the history of the College. With two fellows, two 
graduate students, two special students and eighty-three students 
in the short courses in agriculture the total student enrollment 
was 433. The class graduated in June, 1911, was the largest 
class that has ever received the Bachelor's degree from the Col- 
lege. The percentage of loss during the four years from the 
entrance to the graduation of a class is large. In this the College 
is quite the same as other so-called small colleges. A careful 
study of the registry of many institutions for successive years 
reveals a very uniform law in this respect. By far the largest 
loss is, naturally, during or at the end of Freshman year. A 
considerable number may drop out at the mid-year or year-end 
of the Sophomore class. During the Junior year and at its end 
the loss is at most very small. The Senior year often passes 
without the loss of a single member of the class. The reasons 
ihat underlie the large loss in the early part of a college course 
are manifold and plain. Sometimes the reason is a purpose at 
entrance to take only a year or two of college life; sometimes 
it is a lack of financial resources; sometimes it is a lack of 
vigorous ambition for a college education and degree combined 
with the offer of wage-earning occupation elsewhere. Often, of 
course, the reason is failure in studies resulting from lack of 
ability or from lack of earnest and persistent attention t6 the 
work required. One element which may substantially encourage 
a student's readiness to withdraw and which at the same time 
may substantially encourage a college's high standards of study 
requirements is the age at which students now prevailingly pur- 
sue the college course. An age somewhat advanced naturally 
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stirs in the minds of some students the question whether they 
ought not at once enter upon course of full vocational study or 
upon some wage-earning vocation itself. The College, on its 
part, is compelled to disapprove the continuance in college of 
men who at a man's age do not look upon the life as one of 
earnest labor; adequate requirements and positive standards, 
sufficiently high, are only the proper attitude of the college to 
maintain a manly and excellent student body. College admin- 
istrators, welcoming all possible students and striving in all 
propriety to keep good men through their course, regretting the 
withdrawal of good students for any reason and the failure of 
unsatisfactory students to rise to their privileges, at the same 
time must come to an increasing approval of the withdrawal of 
those who cannot, or will not, enter adequately into the college's 
intellectual and moral life. Unless a college has entering class 
of very extraordinary quality and circumstance, its right order- 
ing of curriculum and right enforcing of standards must result 
in the graduation of a rather select body of men out of the 
number admitted. 

The number of students now enrolled in the college year 191 1- 
12 again exceeds any preceding registry. There are 4 Graduate 
Students, 66 Seniors, 74 Juniors, 92 Sophomores, 144 Fresh- 
men, 2 special students and 126 students in the short courses in 
agriculture, a total enrollment of 508. 

The college instruction has been maintained during the year 
on a high plane of efficiency. Each year increasingly justifies 
the policy of the College in offering best possible advantages 
not only in the so-called hutnanities but in the so-called technical 
subjects as well. A new emphasis here and there in the educa- 
tional world upon the value of a purely cultural course of study, 
which commands earnest sympathy, cannot be at Rutgers dis- 
sociated from an emphasis upon technical study as appropriate 
to many young men of certain temperament and circumstance, 
especially older students, and always combined with cultural 
courses. Professors and instructors have been in full harmony 
in the conduct of this composite work. The readiness and the 
capacity of members of the Faculty to combine with depart- 
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mental efficiency and zeal a definite and sympathetic service of 
the college as a whole are a best possible endorsement of the 
policy followed. Any grateful acknowledgment of such broad 
and generous service by professors and instructors cannot over- 
look also their by no means inconsiderable activity and product 
in literature, science and education beyond the bounds of the 
College. An important item of Faculty action has been the 
fixing of the year 191 4 as that in which the full fifteen points 
requirement for entrance to the technical science courses shall 
go into effect. The requirements for entrance to the arts course 
and the letters course and the general science course are already 
fifteen points ; those for entrance to the technical science courses 
have been gradually raised in recent years and become fourteen 
points in 191 2; the additional point, making fifteen, now pre- 
scribed for 1914, will make the entrance requirements to all 
courses equal in amount, although allowing variety in subject. 
Other important action relates to the competitive examinations 
held in the counties of New Jersey for candidates desiring State 
scholarships. On the initiative of the Faculty the papers for the 
examinations are now prepared by a committee for each subject 
composed of a member or members of the College Faculty and 
members of the teaching profession in the service of the schools 
of the State. It has seemed that this would be an excellent 
arrangement with view to increasing the familiarity of the teach- 
ers of the State with the work of the College and their interest 
in it, and with view to securing forms of examination papers 
especially regardful of the work in the schools and satisfactory 
to those in school authority. It has also been arranged that the 
papers of candidates taking these examinations be read at the 
College itself; the grading in any subject will thus be done by 
the same reader and at the institution where entrance is sought 
rather than by various readers throughout the State. It is ap- 
parent that the old plan was not really consistent with best 
standards. The Superintendents in all the counties have ap- 
proved most cordially of the new arrangement and it is in force 
from 191 1. A new detail of arrangement of some importance 
also is the constant and enlarged use of Saturday morning for 
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class hours, that day having been until now completely free 
from such appointments. The full use of the morning hence- 
forth is made necessary by the increase in the number of courses 
offered, and by the policy, apparently wise, of ending the schedule 
of each day, Monday to Friday, at four o'clock. Such four 
o'clock closing in the interest of both study and recreation is 
thus made possible with rare exceptions. The Saturday morn- 
ing schedule includes only laboratory hours, no lecture or recita- 
tion hours. 

The commencement week program is now under consideration 
by a joint committee of trustees, professors and alumni. Some 
revision seems advisable, probably the use of Monday and Tues- 
day instead of Tuesday and Wednesday, as now arranged, and 
possibly some change in the items of each day. There is a 
considerable sentiment for return to a morning hour for the 
commencement exercises, but this seems difficult to arrange satis- 
factorily without an auditorium other than the gymnasium, 
which is necessarily used for the alumni collation at one o'clock 
on commencement day. 

The general life and spirit of the student body have com- 
mended themselves and, on the whole, excellent work has been 
done. Singularly emphatic commendation of the graduates of 
each year come from many and varied sources, paying tribute 
to the quality of men sent forth by the College ; and. the under- 
graduate body of each year commands and receives high and 
emphatic recognition for its general consistency with best things. 
Exceptions always present and sometimes apparent do not refute 
this, but do, perhaps, only the more forcibly suggest the question 
whether college administration everywhere ought not to accom- 
plish more definitely and insistently than now the prompt elim- 
ination of factors adverse to scholarly and moral life from the 
student community. Certain of the undergraduate activities, 
perhaps, deserve definite mention. The success in intercollegiate 
debate has continued, the two debates of the year having been 
won by Rutgers, making a total of eighteen victories and two 
defeats in a total of twenty debases held within recent years. 
In athletics good standards have been in general maintained, and 
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second place in the intercollegiate gymnasium contest has been 
won. An interfraternity conference has been established by 
undergraduate and graduate delegates from each fraternity, that 
certain problems common to all the fraternities may be dis- 
cussed and decisions sometimes reached for the guiding of 
fraternity customs and life. The conference is quite informally 
organized, and is as yet endowed with no real legislative or 
executive power. It is hoped, however, that it will develop into 
a distinctly organized and very useful element in the College 
life. A new administration arrangement is the receiving in the 
College office of reports from the general undergraduate organ- 
izations and committees, so that the details of management and 
the financial accounts may always be under review. This plan, 
which promises to be a distinct satisfaction to the authorities, 
seems to meet the hearty approval of the student body in its 
promise of a definiteness about these matters which has not 
always prevailed. 

There are some important matters to be reported concerning 
alumni organization and activity. The Graduates' Committee 
has done large service in carrying the interest on the Chemistry 
building loan. It cannot be doubted that the committee will in 
time carry through to success its undertaking to cancel the 
entire amount of this obligation. The alumni endowment fund 
has received very substantial addition during the year through 
the gifts of individuals and the gifts of classes. It is most grati- 
fying that this fund, founded not many years ago with the small 
gifts of a few alumni, has now reached the large sum of 
$57,000. It seems quite sure that a total of $60,000 at least will 
be reached the coming year. The Alumni and Faculty Club 
house on the Queen's campus, maintained by the New Bruns- 
wick Alumni Club, has received considerable renovation during 
the year, and is managed in very satisfactory way, providing 
some rooms for renting and general privileges much appreciated 
by professors and instructors of the College. An item of alumni 
interest in which much progress has been made is that of class 
pictures which are assembled in the Chapel lecture room. Dur- 
ing the past year many additional groups have been secured, 
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and the work is being continued, looking to a complete collec- 
tion, if possible, of the classes of the last fifty years. Alumni 
clubs organized in various places have held reunions during the 
year, and there have been local gatherings of alumni also at 
places where no organization has been formed, notably at Wash- 
ington, D. C, and at Paterson, N. J. A peculiarly successful 
occasion was the observance of Charter Day, November ioth, 
by the New Brunswick Rutgers Club with a banquet at Winants 
Hall. The clubs now organized are those of New York City, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, Brooklyn and Long Island, New- 
ark, New Brunswick, Eastern New York, Atlantic City, Southern 
California, Cleveland, and India. 

It is in point especially to emphasize the importance of grad- 
uate support and to urge the alumni everywhere to enter as 
largely as may be possible into all movement for the College's 
promoting. It is possible for alumni on occasion to encourage 
gifts as well as to make donations themselves, and it is possible 
to encourage the entrance of promising young men upon the 
courses of study which the College offers. It is gratifying espe- 
cially to have the sons of alumni enter, and it is desirable, 
perhaps, that some definitely organized effort be made to bring 
about a more general following of this custom. It is not, per- 
haps, out of propriety to mention the name of our oldest living- 
alumnus, the Rev. John F. Mesick, D.D., LL.D., a graduate of 
the Class of 1834, still living in vigor of mind and body at the 
age of ninety-eight at York, Pennsylvania. Dr. Mesick sends 
at each commencement season a message of greeting to his 
fellow alumni and to the College. Only two or three alumni 
of any university or college in the country antedate him in year 
of graduation. 

The relations with the State of New Jersey have continued 
very cordial and satisfactory. There is a constantly increasing 
co-operation. The Board of Visitors has visited the College 
on occasion and has reported t& the Legislature its satisfaction 
with its work. The Senate and the Assembly in session 191 1 
showed great interest in the College's affairs, and gave substan- 
tial support to its undertakings. All ordinary appropriations 
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were passed without dissent, and some new legislation of im- 
portance was enacted. Very important amendments to the 
amendment of 1905 of the act of 1890, establishing competitive 
scholarships, were passed. The amendment of 1905 provided 
that $120 should be paid for each scholarship assigned, and that 
the sum total of payment should not exceed $15,000, the original 
provision of the act having directed the College to receive as 
many as sixty students each year, or a possible total of two 
hundred and forty in the four years of undergraduate study. 
The amendments passed by the Legislature of 191 1 changed 
the amount per scholarship from $120 to $160, the amount now 
charged a student who pays full tuition and fees, and removed 
1he limit of $15,000, allowing the limit to be that provided in 
the original act, namely, two hundred and forty scholarships. 
The scholarships assigned the present year, 1911-1912, are one 
hundred and seventy-two. The appropriation of the Legislature 
in its annual bill, $25,000, on this account leaves, therefore, 
about $2,500 to be provided for in the supplemental bill at the 
coming session. This is a very substantial increase, a very sub- 
stantiaal broadening of the opportunity offered students in the 
State, and an evidence of the appreciation which the State author- 
ities have of the work which the College is doing. The Legisla- 
ture also passed an act providing an appropriation of $10,000 for 
the furnishing and equipping of the laboratory of Physics, and 
the arranging and furnishing and equipping of the Entomology 
building. Appropriation of $5,000 was also made to complete 
the payment of $25,000 provided for furnishing and equipping 
the Chemistry building in act passed by the Legislature of 1910. 
The ordinary oppropriations at the recent session were, Ceramics 
department, $5,000, and Short Courses in Agriculture, $16,500, 
beside the $25,000 for scholarships. Certain acts passed by the 
Legislature relative to the State Experiment Station, providing 
for the establishment and maiptenance of new work by the 
Station on the College Farm, naturally relate themselves also 
to the College welfare and will be an important factor in the 
advancement of the College work along these scientific lines. The 
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United States Morrill Fund provided $45,000 instead of $40,000 
and for the coming year, 1911-12, will provide $50,000. 

The Public Utility Commissioners of the State propose to 
place in the Electrical Laboratory of the College certain of their 
apparatus for their official electrical testing. It is gratifying to 
have such arrangement made, for it is the College's desire to 
serve the interests of the State in every way possible; and the 
arrangement seems most appropriate, suggesting a large possi- 
bility of use by the State of the College in ways wise and 
effectual. It is also to be noted that in the appointing of the 
new State Board of Education the Governor has included among 
the eight members of it a Professor of Rutgers College, Dr. 
John C. VanDyke, assigning to him. next to the longest term 
held by the initial appointees, namely, seven years. 

The property of the College has been substantially increased 
and improved during the year. The largest new item is the 
Chemistry building, now completed, and used first by the depart- 
ment of Chemistry April 1st, 191 1. Its equipment has also 
been almost wholly installed, the State's appropriation of $25,000 
having been available during the year. The building is not only 
attractive and appropriate in appearance, but also exceedingly 
well adapted to its departmental use. It is a very important 
addition to the College's efficiency and facilities for instruction. 
Its cost, exclusive of furnishing and equipment, is $65,000. 
Property at the corner of Seminary Place and George street, 
owned by the General Synod of the Reformed Church, used by 
the Theological Seminary and lately occupied as a residence by 
Professor John H. Raven of the Seminary, has been purchased 
for $11,000. The property has frontage of 230 feet on George 
street and 150 feet on Seminary Place; the house is a very 
substantial and well arranged stone erection. This purchase, 
together with the acquiring of a small gore of Seminary land 
at the corner of College avenue and Seminary Place, transferred 
by the SVnod at the same time, completes ownership by the 
College of entire frontage on the east side of Seminary Place, 
and is a very important item in the movement to secure all 
property in the proper area of Neilson Campus. The purchase 
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has been made with the value left entirely in bond and mortgage, 
and the financial obligation thus assumed is satisfactorily carried 
by the value of the house for students' residence, enlarging the 
now inadequate dormitory accommodations. 

Substantial improvements and repairs have been accomplished 
at Queen's Building, Van Nest Hall, Kirkpatrick Chapel, Ralph 
Voorhees Library, Robert F. Ballantine Gymnasium and New 
Jersey Hall. Campus improvements have included sidewalk on 
the east side of Hamilton street, which gives the College on its 
entire frontage excellent walks, the work having been begun 
a few years ago and about seven thousand running feet of flag 
or concrete having been laid during the time. The placing of 
curb and gutter along the entire George street front of Neilson 
Campus has also been accomplished, a long-needed improvement. 
The grading of the Neilson Campus also is now virtually com- 
pleted. 

Certain items of building improvement are now proposed. 
The unoccupied brick building on Neilson Campus is to be 
renovated and rearranged for the accommodation of the De- 
partment of Entomology, its work of instruction, the valuable 
entomological collections now stored in the Library, and the 
equipment provided for by the State. The exterior work on the 
building, the expense of which must be borne by the College, will 
cost about $2,000. Geological Hall must be somewhat readjusted 
to receive the furnishing and equipment provided for the Physics 
Laboratory by act of the Legislature. The department of 
Geology also housed in this building also must receive better 
accommodation. Plans are now being prepared for the proper 
renovation and adaptation of the basement, which will give 
additional space for each department. In view of the large 
expense involved in the renovation of the Entomology Building, 
it is probable that the changes in Geological Hall will delay for 
a year, for this expense would probably approach $2,000 also, 
and the furnishing and equipment provided for by the State could 
not be secured in readiness for this academic year, the appropria- 
tion for such purpose not being available until November 1st. 
An enlargement of the Ceramics Building is also being planned 
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but cannot be at once carried out. In Winants Hall substantial 
interior improvement was accomplished during the summer, 
satisfying" in more complete and appropriate way the needs of 
the large community living in it. 

The financial report for the year is in many respects a very 
satisfactory one. The receipts of the College have been greater 
than ever before. Not only have ordinary matters been properly 
maintained, but many extraordinary things have been accom- 
plished, the courses of instruction and facilities for instruc- 
tion have been distinctly developed and some increases of 
salary have gone into effect, while the end of the year 
shows a balance in the treasury. Collection of interest, 
student payments and other income has been made with 
remarkable completeness, and the obligations resting upon the 
College have been carried without difficulty. Trustees, alumni 
and friends have constantly and generously co-operated in 
financial way. The Administration Fund is one very import- 
ant avenue of such co-operation, a fund to which about forty 
subscribers each year give $100 each. This fund for the year 
1910 — 191 1 amounted to $4,100, an amount which has been en- 
tirely at the disposal of the administration for current or extra- 
ordinary expense upon property, equipment or instruction; to 
it is due in no small degree the excellent condition of the prop- 
erty as well as the dignified meeting by the College of various 
educational demands. Other special receipts on income account 
during the year have been from the Graduates' Committee, for 
Chemistry Building account, $4,500; from six donors, $500 
each, $3,000 in all for Preparatory School deficiency; from Mr. 
J. Howard Ford for special purpose, $1,000; from- new account, 
copyrights of the books of the late Professor Edward A. 
Bowser, $1,800; from William S. Myers, D.Sc, Class of 1889, 
for special purposes, $1,500. Special receipts for increase of 
endowment have been from the estate of the late V. M. W. 
Suydam, residuary bequest, $15,000; from various individuals 
and classes, Alumni Endowment Fund, $3,000; from a donor, 
desiring that his name be not announced, to establish the Mary 
E. Horton Prize in Music, $3,000; from Bevier Hasbrouck 
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Sleght, M.D., Class of 1880, for a Fire-Fighting Fund, $1,000; 
from Irving S. Upson, A.M., Class of 1881, to double the Junior 
Orator Prize Fund, $500. Certain new prizes, by annual 
contribution, have been established, prizes amounting to $50 in 
the Department of Agriculture, by Thomas H. Grant, B.Sc, of 
the Class of 1881, and apprize of $25 in the Department of 
French by the Alliance Francaise of Nfew Brunswick. It is 
announced that by the will of the late Miss Susan Y. Lansing, 
of Albany, New York, the College will receive $5,000, a definite 
bequest, and one-third of the residuary estate, or about $10,000 
additional. The income for the year from endowment has 
been about $34,000; the income from student tuition payments 
and fees has been about $26,000. 

An Auditorium is very essential to the proper conduct of Col- 
lege occasions, and should be erected as soon as money for it can 
be secured. It is to be hoped that someone may be found to 
erect such a building as a memorial. It should cost not less than 
$150,000 and might house some department of instruction, 
preferably, perhaps, the department of English and Oratory. 
A Students' House for the student organizations and gen- 
eral literary and social purposes, and costing, perhaps, 
$50,000, is needed. It is also very desirable that funds be 
received for the purchase of property still privately owned within 
the proper area of Neilsen Campus. Gates between Queen's 
Campus and Neilson Campus and between Neilson Campus and 
the Seminary Campus at College avenue and at George street 
should be erected. There also should be substantial increase of 
general endowment. It is urged that, in addition to immediate 
donations, provision be made in the wills of alumni and all 
interested friends in order that, as the years pass, the funds of 
the College may be thus very largely increased. Two special 
points where much desired advance might be made with moder- 
ately increased funds are the College music and religious work 
For the developing of the Chapel music a new organ is needed 
and a fund for the support of organist and choirmaster and 
compensated choir. The splendid singing in the services of the 
Chapel at the present time, the exceptional spirit and volume 
of it, simply emphasize the opportunity for peculiarly fine work 
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if organ and chorister and choir practice could be secured. The 
appointment of a chorister trained for the work might mean 
not only the finer Chapel music but as well the encouragement 
of all College singing and, perhaps, even definite instruction in 
music by courses given or chorus maintained. The religious 
work of the College calls for a full time and well paid Secretary. 
The Christian Association during the past year has had a student 
in the Theological Seminary as its Executive Secretary; the plan 
is a good one, temporarily; it will be continued the coming year. 
But a fund should be established or the resources annually pro- 
vided for the employment of one who gives his life to College 
religious work and who would give all his time and strength to 
Rutgers students. 

An adequate Agricultural Building at the College Farm is 
greatly needed. It would serve the regular college course in 
agriculture, the short courses, and also experiment station needs. 
Each department is now without adequate accommodation. Such 
a building would cost $100,000 and might wisely be provided 
by the State. 

The Military Department has outgrown the Gymnasium in 
which military drill is carried on during the winter and in un- 
favorable weather. The floor space is not large enough for the 
moving of the entire battalion. It would be an admirable thing 
if the State would undertake the erection of an Armory for this 
use. It will be remembered that this branch of instruction is 
maintained by command of the original Land-grant act, and its 
very important relation to the State itself cannot be overlooked. 
It would seem appropriate that the State should provide accom- 
modation for this regular training, twice each week through the 
academic year, of two hundred and fifty men or more, perhaps 
one hundred of them new each year. The value of this work 
from the College standpoint also for the physical and general 
welfare of the students is great and self-evident. The report of 
the Inspector from the War Department after his annual review 
of the battalion was very favorable as to the appearance and drill 
of the cadets. 

The Ceramics Department has had fourteen students enrolled. 
Two graduates of this year, 191 1, George Howard Baldwin, 
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B.Sc., and Clarence Edward Fulton, B.Sc., have been appointed 
to fellowships in ceramics at the University of Illinois, the 
Director of the department having been invited by the University 
to name two candidates from Rutgers. An Assistant has now 
been secured who will add materially to the efficiency of the 
department ; and a second large kiln has been erected. 

The Short Courses in Agriculture have been in charge of 
Professor Kary C. Davis, Ph.D., Principal, who has had twelve 
professors and instructors associated with him. Eighty-three 
students were in attendance, enrolled in the general agriculture 
and dairy husbandry or fruit-growing and market gardening 
groups. The work was prosecuted from the first of December 
to the first of March, full time being given to it each day, Mon- 
day to Saturday, save during the holidays when a Farmers' 
Week was observed, a general program for any visitors being 
arranged for those days, and largely attended. At the closing 
exercises on March 3d, 191 1, fifty-two students received cer- 
tificates for full regular work satisfactorily accomplished. The 
address to them was made by Professor W. A. Henry, lately 
Dean of the College of Agriculture of the University of Wis- 
consin. 

At the Library the total number of bound volumes is now 64,- 
521; the acquisitions during 1910-1911 have been 2,961 bound 
volumes in addition to pamphlets; of these bound volumes 1,085 
have been secured by purchase. The funds available for 
purchases are none of them large, but, united, provide quite 
substantial income. They are the Pruyn, Spader, Stephens and 
Weston endowments, beside certain amounts available from 
Library endowment and Library fees, and occasional amounts 
available from the Federal funds. Among the gifts received 
has been the Library of Dr. Jacob Cooper, late Professor o|f 
Philosophy and some time Professor of Greek in the College. 
The number of donors is large, showing the wide interest which 
the Library commands, and many valuable donations have come 
from varied sources. The interior arrangements of the building 
have been substantially improved; shelving has been readjusted 
and books have been newly placed. The attractiveness and 
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convenience of the main floor have been greatly increased by the 
removing: of the elevator shaft which has never served any 
practical purpose and which has always marred the appearance 
of the room. The regular corps in charge has been increased, 
and the student employment has been decreased. There has 
been advance in cataloging and in classifying. Many duplicate 
books and periodicals have been disposed of. There has 
been a distinct increase in circulation of books and especially of 
reference work. There is need of seminar rooms in connection 
with the Library, and a substantial addition to the building can- 
not be long delayed. Special attention is being given to the 
gathering of historical material related directly or indirectly to 
the College. Original documents, printed matter, photographs 
and relics of various sort are greatly valued and such gifts are 
urgently invited. A special room is given to them. 

The Museum has no special items to report for the year ; the 
additional equipment placed last year has made possible a better 
adjustment of the collections, and more satisfactory service of 
students and visitors. The Museumi fulfills a wide usefulness 
beyond that in connection with the College classes. The inquiries 
for advice and information are many, and the number of visitors 
in the course of a year is large. 

The College Farm reports a year of usual activitv, somewhat 
affected, however, by the continued and serious illness of the 
Superintendent, Dr. Edward B. Voorhees. The farm has been 
practically in charge of Professor Jacob G. Lipman and Assist- 
ant Professor Frederic C. Minkler. The one very important 
and serious item was a fire at the farm, which occurred July 
nth, 191 1. Three farm buildings were destroyed with contents, 
involving a total loss of about $24,000. The insurance allowed 
by the companies on report of their adjusters is $22,100. The 
amount to be thus received will be used in erection of buildings 
which may be more satisfactory and which will be placed in 
location more appropriate and with less fire risk. Some 
improvements have been' made in the Short Course and else- 
where. The ornamental features of the farm also have been 
in some measure developed, increasing the attractiveness of it to 
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visitors who in the course of the year come in large numbers. 
New experiments are being carried on under direction of the 
Experiment Station, A special experiment in paints is being 
maintained by certain manufacturers , and painters' associations 
interested in the scientific solving of certain industrial problems 
related to their product and work. New erections provided for 
the Experiment Station by the State of New Jersey for the 
carrying on of research work in floriculture and in poultry hus- 
bandry have been located at the farm on area set apart by the 
College for such use, an area of nearly eight acres. Larger area 
is needed for the appropriate farm activities and it is hoped that 
in some way more land may soon be secured. 

The Experiment Station reports its work also as affected by 
the illness of the Director, Dr. Voorhees. The President of 
the College served as Acting Director for a time, giving attention 
only to the administration details, and from February ist Pro- 
fessor Jacob G. Lipman, Ph.D., has filled this office, giving atten- 
tion to the experimental work as well. At a meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the State Experiment Station, held July 21st, 
19111, Dr. Lipman was elected Dfirector of the Station, and on 
October 13th he was elected Director of the College Station by 
the Board of Trustees of the College. The activities of the 
College Station have been prosecuted along usual lines, and some 
new projects have been taken up. The number of workers has 
been increased, and the work has been developed by increase of 
appropriation, $2,000 additional being received on the Adams 
Fund, making the total amount received from that source and 
the Hatch Fund $30,000. The ordinary amounts granted by the 
Legislature of New Jersey to. the State Station have been included 
in the Appropriations act of the present year, and $15,000 has 
been appropriated for the erection of houses for work in poultry, 
and $11,000 for the erection of houses for work in floriculture, 
and $3,000 annually for the maintaining of each work. A new 
and vigorous interest in the work of the Station, and in these 
particular lines of activity has been manifested throughout the 
State ; it reveals itself particularly in the attitude of organizations 
established in the State, and is apparent also in the cordial and 
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substantial action of the Legislature in not only maintaining' but 
developing and distinctly enlarging the work under charge of 
the Station. 

The College year has included many occasions of special 
interest. Two addresses have been given on the Luther Laflin 
Kellogg Foundation, one in celebration of Charter Day by the 
Hon. Andrew S. Draper, LL.D., Superintendent of Education 
for the State of New York, and one by Professor Bliss Perry, 
LL.D., of Harvard University, recently Editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly. The Electra of Euripides was given on the College 
Campus by the Coburn players. Mr. Augustus T. Post, under 
the auspices of the Microscopical Society, lectured with illustra- 
tions on aviation. The several learned societies and student 
technical clubs have maintained their usual programs, given in 
some degree by visitors from other institutions or from profes- 
sional and public life. The President of the College, at the 
invitation of the Trustee, Leonor P. Loree, C.E., Class of 1877, 
spent two weeks in December visiting certain institutions, espe- 
cially universities in the middle west, the Carnegie Technical 
School at Pittsburgh, the University of Ohio, the University of 
Cincinnati, Purdue University, Valparaiso University, the Uni- 
versities of Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota and 
Cornell University. The special points of inquiry were the 
State's relation to such institutions, the plant and equipment 
maintained and the scheme of study approved. The remarkable 
reach and efficiency of these universities give high example to 
older endowed institutions and suggest lines of great promise, 
of great increasing usefulness, which may lie before Rutgers 
College. 

The B|accalaureate Sermon, introducing comSmencernent week 
at the year's close, was preached by the Rev. Malcolm James 
McLeod, Minister of the Church of Sit. Nicholas, the Collegiate 
Church at Forty-eighth street and! Fifth avenue, New York City. 
At Commencement fifty-seven candidates received the Bachelor's 
degree, and graduate degrees were conferred on sixteen candi- 
dates. Honorary degrees were conferred as follows : The degree 
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of Mining Engineer (E.M.) on Joseph Appleton Van Mater, 
Class of 1880, Manager of the New Jersey Zinc Company; the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity (D.D.) on the Reverend Thomas 
Hanna Mackenzie, Minister of the Reformed Church of Flush- 
ing, New York; the degree of Doctor of Letters (Litt.D.) on 
William Dawson Johnston, Librarian of Columbia University, 
and on the Reverend Edward Tanjpre Corwin, Historian of the 
Reformed Church ; the degree of Doctor of Laws (LL.D.) on the 
Honorable Francis Joseph Swayze, Justice of the Supreme Court 
of New Jersey, and on Edgar Fahs Smith, Provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

In presenting this report I beg to append as part thereof a 
statement giving the College courses, the entrance requirements, 
and general information; also full registry of Visitors, Trustees, 
Faculty and Students for the college year 191 1-12.

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Examinations and Certificates. 

Students may satisfy the requirements for admission to the 
A.B., Litt.B., or B.Sc. courses by passing the entrance examina- 
tions, or by passing the State competitive examinations, or by 
certificate. 

i. Entrance examinations for admission will be held at the 
College on June 14th and 15th, 1912. 

2. Students are admitted if they pass the State competitive 
examinations, lield in each county on June 7th and 8th, 191 2. 

3. Students presenting certificates from the College Entrance 
Examination Board, or, when graduates of a four years' course, 
from certain schools approved by the Faculty of the College, or 
from the Regents of the State of New York, are exempted from 
examination in the studies thus certified.

For admission to the A.B. and Litt.B. courses 15 points are required. 

For admission to the general B.Sc. course the requirements are as fol- 
lows : 3 points in English, 3 points in Mathematics, and 9 points in 
other subjects, making a total of 15 points. 
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For admission to the technical B.Sc. courses the requirements are as fol- 
lows: 3 points in English, 4 points in Mathematics, and. 7 points in 
other subjects, making a total of 14 points. 

In 1914, for admission to the technical B.Sc courses, 15 points will be 
required, the additional point to be offered in either language, science 
or history, as the candidate may prefer. 
2. Engush. — In English the standard college entrance requirement, equated 

as 3 points, is in force for admission to all courses. 
5. Mathematics. — In Mathematics, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the re- 
quirement is Algebra through ratio and proportions, and progressions, 
and Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the general B.Sc. course the requirement is Algebra, as above, and 
Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses the requirement is Algebra, as above, 
Plane and Solid Geometry, and Trigonometry, equated as 4 points. 

4. Latin. — In Latin, for the A.B. and Litt. B. courses, a standard four-year 

course is required, covering beginner's Latin, Caesar, Cicero, Virgil, and 

*prose composition, equated as 4 points. 
Students passing the examinations of the College Entrance Examination 

Board according to the New Requirements in Latin are admitted on 

certificate. 
In June, 1913, the College entrance examinations and the State competitive 

examinations will be conformed to the New Requirements in Latin, as 

defined by the Commission on College Entrance Requirements in Latin. 

For details see Rutgers College Catalogue, 1911-1912. 

5. Greek. — In Greek a standard three-year course is required for admission 

to the A.B. course, covering beginner's Greek, Xenophon, Homer, and 
prose composition, equated as 3 points. 

6. German and French. — For the LittB. course three years of German or 

French (i. e. "Intermediate" German or French as defined by the Uni- 
form Entrance Examination Board) are required, equated as 3 points. 

For the general B.Sc. course a minimum of three years in German or 
French, or a medium of four years, two in German and two in French, 
or a maximum of five vers, three in either one of these languages and 
two in the other, may be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses a minimum of two years or a medium of 
three years in German or French, or a maximum of four years, two 
in German and two in French, may be offered and will be equated 
accordingly. 

Not more than three years nor less than two years will be accepted in 
either language. 

Two or three years of Latin will be allowed for the present as an 
equivalent for a corresponding amount of either German or French. 

7. Science. — In Science, for the B.Sc. courses, one year's experimental sci- 

ence is required, either Physics or Chemistry, equated as 1 point 
One year's Physics and one year's Chemistry may be offered and will be 

equated as 2 points. 
A third science, i. e., a year's course in Botany, or Zoology, or Botany and 
Zoology, equated as 1 point, may be offered to make up the total num- 
ber of points required. 

8. History. — In History, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the requirement is 

Ancient History, together with either United States History and Civics, 
or Mediaeval and Modern History, or English History, the two courses 
being equated as 2 points. 
For the B.Sc. courses, one course in History is required, to be chosen from 
those named above, and equated as 1 point, and two or three courses 
in History may be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

• For June. 191 3, the certificate requirement in Latin prose composition is formulated 
as the equivalent of one period a week during the last two years of the school course. 
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COURSES OF STUDY. 

The College offers courses leading to the degrees of A.B., 
LittB., and B.Sc. Under the last are included a general science 
course, and technical science courses in Civil Engineering, Elec- 
trical Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, Chemistry, Cera- 
mics, Agriculture, and Biology. The A.B., the LittB., and the 
general science courses permit large freedom in the choice of elec- 
tives and provide liberal preparatory training for the profes- 
sions of law, medicine, theology, teaching, and journalism. 
The technical science courses are designed to prepare for in- 
dustrial positions of leadership, except the course in Biology, 
which aims to give a liberal training in the sciences, and is 
especially appropriate as a preliminary to the study of medicine. 
Short courses, not leading to a degree, are offered in Ceramics 
and in Agriculture. The following details may be noted : 

1. Students entering with the requirements of the course leading to the 

degree of LittJB. may substitute beginner's Greek for the modern lan- 
guage of the freshman year, and will take regular freshman Greek in 
the sophomore year. In this case the degree of A.B. will be conferred 
on completion of the course. 

2. Students pursuing the general science course, in case more than half their 

elective work in the junior and senior years is chosen in language, his- 
tory, political science, ethics, pedagogy, or philosophy, will receive at 
graduation the degree of Litt.B. 

3. Students entering with the requirements for the technical science courses 

may at the close of the freshman year be transferred to the general 
science course, pursuing history, physics, French, and drill with the 
general science students, and English with the technical science students, 
together with five elective hours as set forth on the next page. 

4. Students in the general science course, who so desire, may at the close of 

the freshman year be transferred to the technical science course in 
Agriculture or in Biology.

ELECTIVES AND OPTIONS. 

Before choosing their electives, students must consult the pro- 
fessors concerned, and at the beginning of the sophomore year 
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students in the technical science courses must consult also the 
head of the technical science course which they intend to pursue. 
There is a standing committee of the Faculty to which all elective 
choices are submitted for approval. All choices are subject to 
the requirements of the schedule, and will be allowed only when 
the previous preparation of the student qualifies him for the 
work chosen. 



SOPHOMORE ELECTIVES.

Students in the general science course may take in continua- 
tion of their freshmen work any two of the 3-hours sopho- 
more courses in English, German, and mathematics, or they may 
choose science (5 hours) with those pursuing the course in Bi- 
ology, together with Biological Laboratory (2 hours=i). 

Students transferred from the technical science courses to the 
general science course, will choose, in addition to the required 
subjects, five hours' work from the following: 

1. Pure mathematics (4 hours) with those pursuing the engineering courses, 

together with drafting (2 hours=i). 

2. Mathematics (3 hours) with those pursuing the courses in Chemistry and 

Ceramics, together with drafting (4 hours=2). 

3. Science (5 hours) with those pursuing the course in Biology.

SCHOOL. 

For residents of the State of New Jersey scholarships open 
to candidates for the degTees of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of 
Letters, or Bachelor of Science are provided as follows : 

i. State Scholarships, Act of March 31, 1890, as amended by Act of March 
3i, T905. 

These scholarships cover all the College fees, including the charges for 
tuition and public-room service and special fees, altogether $130 to $160, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 

Appointment to these scholarships is determined as follows: 

A competitive examination, under the direction of the City Superintendents 
and the County Superintendent of Schools in each county, is held in each 
county of the State on the first Friday in June and the Saturday following 
of each year (in 1912 on June 7 and 8). 

The whole number of such scholarships to be awarded each year is equal 
to the whole number of members of Assembly for the State, as follows :

2. State Scholarships, Act of 1864. 

These scholarships cover the charge of $100 a year for tuition. 

The scholarships under this Act are awarded on the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Schools in each county, to students who have passed 
the required examinations. There are, in all, forty such scholarships. In- 
quiries concerning vacancies for 191 2 should be addressed to the Registrar.

To His Excellency, Woodroiv Wilson, Governor of the State of 
Xezv Jersey: 

Sir — The Hoard of Visitors to the State Agricultural College 
herewith present their forty-eighth annual report upon the present 
condition an i courses of instruction at that institution, as required 
by the act creating the Board, entitled, "An act appropriating scrip 
for the public lands granted to the State of New Jersey by the Act 
of Congress approved July second, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two," and approved April 4th, 1864. 

The members of the Board made an annual examination of the 
students pursuing the regular and special courses of instruction 
on the 19th day of December, 191 1. They also visited the labora- 
tories, the draughting rooms, the military drill hall, the collections 
of the institution and the farm provided for the State Agricultural 
College by the Trustees of Rutgers College. They also examined 
the preparations made for the classes in the Short Courses in Agri- 
culture. 

The Board adopted a resolution expressing its full satisfaction 
with the courses and facilities of instruction offered by the Trus- 
tees of Rutgers College, of the continued devotion of the professors 
and instructors in their various lines of class and laboratory instruc- 
tion, and of the proficiency of the students in their various branches 
of study. 

During the year the membership of the Faculty has been 52, 
and all but four of this number have given instruction in the Scien- 
tific School. 

The enrollment of students for the year was 672 : graduate 
students. 4: seniors, 66: juniors, 74; sophomores, 92; freshmen, 
144; special students, not candidates for a degree, 130, and pre- 
paratory school pupils, 162. The degree of Bachelor of Science 
was conferred upon 43 graduates in June, 1912. Of these gradu- 
ates. 7 had pursued the Course in Agriculture, 2 the Course in 
Biology, 8 the Course in Chemistry, 3 the Course in Ceramics, 13 
the Course in Civil Engineering, 2 the Course in Electrical Engi- 
neering, 6 the Course in Mechanical Engineering, and 2 the Course

in General Science. The degree of Bachelor of Arts was conferred 
upon ii candidates and the degree of Bachelor of Letters upon 
ii candidates at the same time. 

Beginning with the Class of 1913 in September, 1912, the Seniors 
pursuing the Four- Year Course in Agriculture will be allowed a 
wide latitude in the choice of elective subjects.

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Report of the Board of Trustees. 



To His Excellency, Woodrow Wilson, Governor of the State or 
New Jersey: 

Sir — In compliance with the Act of Congress, approved July 
2nd, 1862, and the Act of the Legislature of New Jersey, approved 
April 4, 1864, I beg leave to submit, on behalf of the Trustees of 
Rutgers College the forty-seventh annual report of Rutgers Scien- 
tific School. 

The Faculty which sustained so serious a loss a year ago in the 
death of Professor Edhvard B. Voorhees, D. Sc, has met like 
loss again this year in the death of Professor John Bernhard 
Smith, D. Sc. Dr. Smith was born in New York City, Novem- 
ber 2 1 st, 1858. He studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
1879. His intense interest and great ability in scientific study 
soon turned him into a different definite life-work. In 1884 he 
became special agent of the Entomology Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and a little later he was ap- 
pointed Assistant Curator of the United States Natural History 
Museum. In 1889 he became Professor of Entomology at Rut- 
gers and! for the twenty-three years until his death served the 
College with great devotion and efficiency, bringing to it the 
great honor which came increasingly to him at home and abroad 
as a foremost man in his field of science. He was author of 
many books, incessant contributor to periodicals, an expert in- 
vestigator, and an untiring worker in the application of science 
to the common w r elfare. A special work in which he was notably 
successful and with which his name is especially associated was 
that of mosquito extermination in the State of New Jersey by 
methods now adopted far beyond the State. He was member 
of numerous scientific societies; in 1910 he was president of the 
Entomological Society. He gave devoted, active and efficient 
service to the general life of Rutgers and to its student inter- 
ests. He received the degree of D.Sc. from the College in 1891. 
He died at New Brunswick after a long illness March 12th, 1912. 
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The Faculty loses by resignation Professor Myron T. Scud- 
rler, A. M„ who has been for four years Professor of the Science 
n>f Teaching. During the first three years of the period he was 
Head Master of the Preparatory School ; during the last year 
he has been Principal of the Scudder Collegiate School in New 
York City. The interests of the School now in his charge de- 
mand his entire attention and compel his request for release 
from the professorship at Rutgers. Several Instructors and 
Assistants ave also retired from the corps of instruction with the 
close of the College year: Erik Schjoth Palmer, Ph.B., Instructor 
in Mathematics; William Dana Hoyt, Ph.D., Instructor in Botany: 
James Claude Thomson, B.Sc, Assistant in Chemistry, and Ralph 
Heidingsfeld, B.Sc, Assistant in Ceramics. 

The following appointments fully announced in the last state- 
ment became effective July ist, tqii: Maurice Adin Blake, 
tt.S., Associate Professor of Horticulture; Frederick Freling- 
huysen Couch, M.E., Instructor in Mechancial Engineering; 
Edward Franklin Hauch, M.A., Instructor in Modern Lan- 
guages ; Floyd Earl Chidester, Ph.D., Instructor in Biology ; Harry 
Reynolds Lewis, B.Sc, Instructor in Dairy Husbandry; Charles 
Hale, Assistant, later Instructor, in English; James Claude Thom- 
son, B.Sc. Assistant in Chemistry, and Ralph Heidingsfeld, B.Sc, 
Assistant in Ceramics. 

Xew appointments, to take effect July ist, or not later than Octo- 
ber ist, 1912, are arranged as follows: 

Melville Thurston Cook, Ph.D., Professor of Plant Pathology. 
Mr. Cook was graduated from Stanford University in 1894 with 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts, and received the degree of Master 
of Arts from DePauw University in 1901, and the degree of Doctoi 
of Philosophy from Ohio State University in 1904. In 1894-5 he 
was Principal of the High School at Vandalia, Illinois. From 189s 
to 1897 he was instructor in Biology and from 1897 to 1904 Pro- 
fessor of Biology at DePauw University. From 1904 to 1907 he 
was Plant Pathologist at the Experiment Station, Santiago, Cuba. 
Since 1907 he has been Plant Pathologist at the State Experiment 
Station of Delaware. He is a member of many scientific societies 
and a writer of many articles on subjects in his department. 
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Alexander James Inglis, Ph.D., Professor of the Science of 
Teaching. Dr. Inglis was graduated from Wesleyan University 
in 1902 with the degree of Bachelor of Arts and with honors. Af 
ter a year's teaching at the Kisikminetas School, Pennsylvania, he 
became associated with the Horace Mann School, Columbia Uni- 
versity, and taught there from 1903 to 1911, serving as Acting 
Principal during the last year. He pursued graduate study at Co- 
lumbia University, and received the degree of A. M. in 1909, and 
of Ph.D. in 191 1. During the year 1911-12, he has been Associate 
Principal of the Belmont School, California. He is the author of 
several text books, has had very successful experience in teaching: 
and administration, and has shown great ability and promise in the 
studies appropriate to the professorship to which he is now called. 

Thomas J. Headlee, Ph.D., Professor of Entomology. Dr. Head- 
lee was graduated from the University of Indiana in 1903 with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts and received the degree of Master of 
Arts from the same University in 1904. He received the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy from Cornell University in 1906. He was 
Assistant Entomologist at the New Hampshire Experiment Sta- 
tion in 1906 and Associate in 1907. Since 1907 he has been Pro- 
fessor of Entomology and Zoology at the Kansas State College and 
Entomologist and Zoologist of the Kansas State Experiment 
Station. He is a constant contributor to the literature of h s 
subject. 

Earl Cook Stillwell, B.Sc, Instructor in Horticulture. Mr. Still- 
well was graduated from Rutgers College in 191 1. During the 
year 1911-12 he has been engaged in farm management. 

John Putnam Helyar, M.S., Instructor in Botany. Mr. Helyar 
was graduated from the University of Vermont in 1909 with the 
degree of Bachelor of Science. Since 1909 he has been instructor 
in Botany at the University of Vermont and he received the 
degree of Master of Science from that University in 1912. 

Harry Nelson Lendall, B.S., Instructor in Mathematics. Mr. 
Lendall was graduated from Tufts College in 1906. For more 
than three years he was engaged in practical engineering. Since 
1909 he has been Instructor in Mathematics and Graphics at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

John Vail Bissett, B.Sc, Assistant in Chemistry. Mr. Bissett 
was graduated from Rutgers College in 1912. 
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George Howard Baldwin, B.Sc, Assistant in Ceramics. Mr. 
Baldwin was graduated from Rutgers College in 191 1. During 
the year 191 1- 12 he held a Fellowship in Ceramics at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

The following changes of title are announced : 

Charles Huntington Whitman, Ph.D., Associate Professor, has 
been made Professor of English. 

Edward Livingston Barbour, B.O., Instructor, has been made 
Professor of the Art of Public Speaking. 

Fellowship assignments for the year 1912-13 are made as fol- 
lows: a Vander Poel Fellowship in Science to George Edward 
Hageman, B.Sc, graduate of the Class of 1912; a Vander Poe! 
Fellowship in Science to Edward Collier Scott, B.Sc, graduate 
of the Class of 191 2. The first thesis under the terms of the 
John Oliver Herbert Memorial Fellowship in Political Science 
has been presented and printed by John DeLancy Ferguson, A.B., 
graduate of the Class of 191 1, and holder of the Fellowship for 
the past year. The title of the thesis is "The Relations of the State 
to Religion in New York and New Jersey During the Colonial 
Period," and its publication is the beginning of what must become 
an increasing product of graduate study at Rutgers put forth in 
permanent form. 

The plan with rules governing work foi graduate degrees has 
been substantially revised by the trustees on the recommendation 
of the Faculty. A principle has been adopted and a standard set 
which seem appropriately exact and high. Although the revision 
is in the line of much comment and argument in the educational 
world favorable to a new and enduring dignity for the Master's 
degree, Rutgers is one of the first, perhaps almost the very first, 
to take this positive action. The committee's report which was 
adopted is as follows concerning this degree: 

Two principles stand foremost ; first, the Master's degree should 
be given a distinct and definite place among academic honors; 
secondly, this degree should be held in the esteem due a higher 
degree/ 

Those colleges and universities which grant it to graduate 
students only after at least one year's residence have thereby tried 
to restore it to honor; but they have failed to give it a distinct 
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place, *or it is usually merely a preliminary step towards the Doc- 
tor's degree, to be forgotten if that degree is won, or to be a con- 
solation to' those who fail. In short, the course of study, the 
method of study, and the aim of the student, all make it a Doctor's 
degree of an inferior type; and as such it is often a reproach to 
the student in later years if it remains his final higher degree. On 
the other hand, those universities and colleges which grant it in 
absentia or after the completion of courses in medicine, law, or 
divinity are either making it still less honorable or are making it 
a second degree for precisely the same work and both superfluous 
and meaningless. This is felt so generally today among able and 
right minded students that few are willing to seek the degree 
under these later conditions. 

To the small college belongs especially, we believe, the task 
of rehabilitating this degree. Few small colleges are in a posi- 
tion to give adequate course and facilities of research to candi- 
dates for the Doctor's degree and it is often their duty to urge 
such students to go elsewhere ; whereas, in the case of the Master's 
degree, provided this degree can be properly rehabilitated, the 
small college may be able to offer excellent opportunities to the 
student, to do so without great cost to the treasury of the Col- 
lege and to compete successfully with the larger universities. 

Finally, it is the belief of your Committee that there are an in- 
creasing number of men and women graduating from our colleges 
who are not fitted or who do not wish to devote themselves; to 
the longer and profounder study and original research required 
for the Doctor's degree, but who do desire to pursue further 
their college studies in some chosen direction and who might do 
so with great profit to themselves and to the community ; especially 
is this true of those young men and women who intend to 
teach in the elementary and secondary schools and of those stud- 
ents who are about to enter our theological seminaries. More- 
over, it is our belief that a few men in each year's graduating 
class at Rutgers belong to this group and should be encouraged 
to study at Rutgers for the higher degree. We have already three 
Fellowships for whose administration we are responsible and we 
should no doubt be glad to receive further endowments of this 
sort. 
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Hence it seems to us both fitting and progressive that Rutgers 
College should seek to solve for itself at least this rather puzzling 
academic problem. 

We recommend : First, that the Master's degree be regarded by 
the Faculty of Rutgers College as a degree to be given after ex- 
tended liberal study and not, as in the case of the Doctor's degree, 
after intense application to one subject and to original research; 

Secondly, that the studies pursued by the candidate for this 
degree constitute a distinct course by themselves as they would 
if he were studying law or divinity ; 

Thirdly, that this course consist of three subjects, to be pur- 
sued by the student for two years in residence at the College; 
but equivalent graduate courses begun at other institutions may 
Le substituted for the work of the first year; 

Fourthly,' that the character of such studies should not differ 
essentially from that of the elective courses now widely offered to 
seniors in our colleges, in other words, that their character should 
be elementary and liberal ; 

Fifthly, that no student graduating from Rutgers College after 
1912 be granted the Master's degree on the basis of the present 
requirements. 

The committee's report which was adopted is as follows con- 
cerning the Doctor's degree : 

The trustees have not yet established a separate school for grad- 
uates, but several of the departments of the College are provided 
with facilities and with a teaching force adequate to the demands 
of a limited number of graduates who may desire to pursue courses 
of study and research leading to the degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy (Ph.D.) 

For enrollment as a candidate for this degree, it is required that 
the applicant present a diploma of graduation from Rutgers Col- 
lege or from a college whose diploma shall have been accepted 
by the Faculty of Rutgers as entitling the applicant to such en- 
rollment. The applicant must further satisfy the heads of the 
departments of French and German in Rutgers College that he 
has a reading knowledge of these languages. Enrollment is granted 
by a vote of the Faculty only when the application is accompanied 
by a statement from the head of the department in which the 
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applicant proposes to do his principal work, certifying the readi- 
ness of the department to receive" him as a candidate for the de- 
gree of Doctor. 

Students thus accepted as candidates will be recommended for 
the Doctor's degree on the fulfillment of the following require- 
ments : 

i. While no determinate period will in any case be assigned 
for the attainment of the Doctor's degree, all candidates are re- 
quired to spend at least three years in the pursuit of an accepted 
course of study. This work is to be done in residence at Rutgers, 
but equivalent graduate courses begun at other institutions may 
le substituted for all but the work of the final year. 

2. The accepted course shall include a principal subject and 
either one or two secondary subjects. The principal subject must 
be of such a character as to engage the creative and constructive 
powers of the candidate. 

3. The secondary subject or subjects must be chosen in a de- 
partment other than that of the principal subject, but the head 
of the department in which the candidate takes his principal 
subject will advise in regard to the choice of the secondary work, 
which must have such relation to the principal subject as shall 
more or less immediately contribute to the value of the principal 
work. 

4. An examination, which shall satisfy those having direction 
of the candidate's studies and the Faculty, that the candidate is 
fitted to receive the Doctor's degree. 

5. A thesis upon some question connected with the principal 
subject, which shall be the result of the candidate's original in- 
vestigation, and an actual contribution to knowledge. This thesis 
must be submitted to the head of the department in which the 
principal subject has been pursued, at least four months before 
the final examination. 

Some changes in the under graduate curriculum have also been 
made creating larger opportunity and efficiency in the courses 
offered. The prevailing appropriateness and strength of the 
courses offered and of the instruction given in both cultural and 
technical lines are shown in no way perhaps more plainly than 
in the ready entrance of graduates upon post-graduate university 
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» 

nurses elsewhere, or into professional and administrative posi- 
ions. and their notably successful work in both fields. A sig- 
.ificant and important development in the College undertaking 
; the appointment of a Professor of the Science of Teaching, 
aIio, aided by the Professor of the History of Teaching, will give 
lis entire time to the organizing and strengthening of this depart- 
nent. Not many Rutgers graduates, comparatively speaking, have 
jone into the teaching profession. Some have become very dis- 
tinguished college and university professors and some have gone 
into positions of instruction or administration in secondary edu- 
cation, but there is not a wide representation in this field; other 
professions have made stronger appeal to the students and gradu- 
ates of Rutgers; and the undergraduate courses have not largely 
or emphatically suggested preparation for the work. In the last 
few years when larger privilege in the department has been offered, 
there has been a distinct increase in the entrance upon education 
courses; in the coming senior class no less than seventeen men 
have elected such course. The demand for best possible advan- 
tages in this department and for the training of teachers appears, 
therefore, to the student body itself ; it is argued also by the bene- 
fit to the College plainly attaching with a larger graduate body in 
educational work; and it is evident also in the field of usefulness 
most immediately open in the educational system of New Jersey. 
The school system of the State is being administered and pro- 
moted with view to constantly higher efficiency. There is no 
teachers' college in the State. Rutgers, in its special aspect as 
the State College of New Jersey seems to have a definite op- 
portunity and responsibility for the serving of the State's needs 
by teacher-training, so far as its academic organization permits. 
It is therefore anticipated that the larger and more aggressive 
organization of the department of Education at the College will 
mean not only a growing service for Rutgers students, but as 
well an even more sympathetic and influential relation with the 
secondary education of the State than has ever before obtained. 

In this connection the occasion for a Summer School at Rut- 
gers and the definite probability of its establishing in 191 3 must 
1* mentioned. Its function may naturally be most of all a service

for teachers of the State, and its most immediately demanded dt 
partment seems to be that of Agriculture. The teaching of agr 
culture in secondary schools, especially in rural high or gramma 
schools, is now emphatically urged; Federal and State legislatio 
is likely to recognize and support such work. The Board of Edn 
cation of the State of New Jersey is manifesting sympathy with ii 
Teachers for this line of instruction must receive special training 
for it; and the place for such training is at the State College 
where, with the Experiment Station, the large and expert corp 
of agricultural investigators and instructors is organized. Som< 
students looking toward such work may and will take the foiu 
years' Bachelor's Course at the College. A far larger number 
no doubt, for many years at least, will seek the shorter period of 
special training for this special item in their varied school work. 
The Summer School, therefore, is the propriet), and indeed will 
be a necessity. It is to be earnestly hoped that the Legislature 
through the State Hoard of Education or through the College 
itself will provide the funds for the maintaining of such school 
at Rutgers from the summer of 1913. Naturally other work than 
agriculture should be maintained by the school and if the way 
be financially opened by legislative appropriation or otherwise. 
six weeks' courses in various subjects, the humanities and the 
sciences, will be offered, primarily perhaps for New Jersey teach- 
ers, but as well for all other qualified students. 

The requirements for admission to the technical Bachelor ol 
Science Courses by slight increase become for 19 12 and 191,^ 
fourteen points; in 1914 the credits required will become fifteen 
points, the standard already maintaining for entrance to the Arts. 
Letters and General Science Courses; from that time, therefore, 
all Freshmen will enter on equal terms and the Arts. Letters and 
Science Courses will all stand equally related to the secondary 
schools. Beginning with this year, 191 2, also, no student will be 
admitted to the Freshman class with more than three conditions; 
heretofore a slightly greater deficiency has been occasionally al- 
lowed, confined, however, to three subjects. Of course a very 
small proportion of any class have entered or will enter with three 
points of deficiency ; the far larger number have two or one, while 
a very substantial number of every class enter without any condi- 
tion whatever. Any and every entrance condition must, by rule 
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already of some years standing, be removed before the student 
:an pass into the Sophomore year. A still further regulation of 
icademic appropriateness to be fully maintained the coming year 
and thereafter is that no certificate of studies passed will be re- 
ceived from a candidate who is not a graduate of his secondary 
school ; if the non-graduate of a school is at all qualified to present 
himself for entrance and desires to do so, he must take the entrance 
examinations. Possibly this more exacting procedure as to con- 
ditions at entrance and as to certificates will make the incoming 
class slightly smaller than the last, but signs of decreased admis- 
sions are not now apparent. 

The Freshman class admitted in September, 1912, numbered 
138. The Senior class graduated in June, 1912, numbered 65, 
the largest class ever given degrees at Rutgers The full 'registry 
of students in the four classes for the year, candidates for degree, 
lias been 375. With two Fellows, two special students, and 
students in the short courses in Agriculture, the total attendance 
is largely in excess of any past attendance. 

A system of Freshman advisers has been established, the class 
being divided into groups of about ten each, each group assigned 
to a member of the Faculty. The intention is thus to maintain 
a close personal relation with each new student with view to 
advice concerning choice of electives, concerning college work in 
general, and as well concerning all personal life and welfare so 
far as the student will welcome such interest and co-operation. 
The entire student life has been prevailingly excellent; work has 
leen well maintained and the so-called student activities, the lit- 
erary and athletic activities, have had an unusually successful year. 
The mature judgment and fine spirit of the students in working 
out right procedure in all these things with the administration, the 
Faculty and Committees, are noteworthy, as is the sympathetic 
and wise service of the Faculty Committee in al 1 this field. 

Some items of Alumni relation to the College deserve formal 
acknowledgement. The cordial spirit widely manifest is a sub- 
stantial support of the institution, and the activity of the Alumni 
Associations or Clubs here andi there is a distinct promoting of 
the College welfare. The Graduates Committee has carried the 
interest on the loans secured' by the College for the erection of the 
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Chemistry Building. Gifts to the Alumni Endowment Fund con- 
tinue in amounts from $1,000 down. The number of small annual 
gifts, $10 and $5 each, is very gratifying. During the past year a to- 
tal of $4,000 has been added to the Fund, increasing it from ?57 ,000 
to $61,000. The Alumni and Faculty Club on the Queen's Campus 
is irrits present scope well equipped and its maintenance has he- 
come financially successful largely through the constant and wise 
attention of the Secretary of the Club, George A. Osborn, B.Sc. 
of the Class of 1897. The collecting of Alumni pictures, class 
groups, for the walls of the Chapel Lecture Room has been con- 
tinued with zeal and success by Professor Richard Morris, Class of 

1899, of the Faculty Committee on Alumni Relations. The Classes 
of 1857, 1867, 1868, 1904 and 1912 have been added during the 
year. The list of groups now upon the walls is as follows: i860, 
1861, 1862, 1864, 1865, 1879, 1881, 1882, 1883, 1884, 1886, 1899, 

1900, 1902, 1903, 1905, 1906, 1907, 1856, 1863, 1866, 1877, 1878, 
1891, 1901, 1908, 1909, 1910, 191 1, 1857, 1867, 1868, 1904, 1912. 
There is definite expectation of these: 1870, 1875, 1876, 1880, 1889, 
1890, 1893, 1896, 1897 and 1898. Those still to be found and 
secured are 1858, 1859, 1869, 1871, 1872, 1873, 1874, 1885, 1887, 
1888, 1892, 1894 and 1895. Two portraits for the Chapel collection 
have been presented by Alumni, one the portrait of a trustee, the 
other the portrait of a graduate and trustee, both men of great 
public distinction and of great devotion to the College, each por- 
trait given by the son of its subject. Judge Garret D. W. Vroom, 
of the Class of 1862 and trustee, has given a portrait of his father, 
the Honorable Peter D. Vroom, Governor of New Jersey, 1833- 
1836, and trustee of Rutgers, 1828-1873. Frederick Frelinghuysen. 
Esq., of the Class of 1868, and trustee, has given a portrait of his 
father, the -Honorable Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, Senator of the 
United States and Secretary of State, graduate of the Class of 
1836 and trustee of Rutgers, 1851-1885. The interest of Alumni 
in discovering students for Rutgers and directing them to the Col- 
lege is worthy of mention, an activity that might well be more 
widely and more vigorously undertaken. A gratifying number ot 
graduates' sons are in the present student body, and the coming year 
there will be an unusually large number of men to enter their 
father's Alma Mater. The enthusiasm manifest at the Alumni

Collation on Commencement Day was inspiring and encourages 
outlook and effort toward even larger gathering of graduates on 
that annual day. It may be that in connection with the gathering 
on the campus and at the collation, a larger attendance and larger 
activity can be secured for the formal Alumni meeting of the day. 
The custom of gifts by anniversary classes to the College was well 
sustained this year, somewhat in property advancements but espec- 
ially in endowment donations. It is now tentatively decided that 
Commencement week shall be hereafter one week earlier than 
heretofore, that the Commencement Exercises be held in the morn- 
ing instead of the evening, and that Commencement Day be Tues- 
day instead of Wednesday. Final decision will be had at the 
meeting of the Trustees in October. 

The relation of the College to the State of New Jersey under 
the Federal and State legislation means a peculiar opportunity for 
academic usefulness and a surely constant growth in the lines of 
education peculiarly emphasized today: on the one hand the Col- 
lege increasingly feels the greatness and the dignity of the charge 
committed to it, and on the other hand, the State constantly ad- 
vances to a clearer conception of its opportunity and a larger ful- 
filling of its responsibility in this field of the higher education. A 
common understanding and ready co-operation obtain between 
officers of the College and officers of the State. Some enactments 
of the Legislature at its session of 1912 have especially evidenced 
this. Communication between the College and the secondary 
schools of the State has become more familiar and can be made 
still more fruitful for the welfare of each. The joint committees 
from the Faculty of the College and the teachers of the schools 
for the preparation of State examination papers is an important 
item in this* advance. At the State competitive examinations in 
1911, and now again in 1912, about 200 candidates have appeared 
for either final or preliminary examinations; in 191 1 the full 60 
competitive scholarships allowed by the law were won and as- 
signed ; this year the full 60 will again be assigned. Beside the 
usual appropriations paid 1 during the year past, an amount of 
$10,000 appropriated by the Legislature of 191 1 for the arranging, 
furnishing and equipping of the Entomology Building and of the 
Physics Laboratory, has been available. The appropriations made 
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at the session of 1912 included, beside the interest on the United 
States Land Grant Fund, $5,800, and beside the regular items, 
some special amounts. The Scholarship item is $2,520, balance 
for the last academic year, and $30,000 for the coming year. The 
item for Department of Clay- Working and Ceramics remains as 
usual, $5,000. The item for Short Courses in Agriculture is in- 
creased from $16,500 to $20,000. The special items are: for re- 
pairs and improvements on the Short Course Building, $2,000 ; for 
grounds and roads at the College farm, $3,000; for dairy build- 
ings, $12,000; for an Agricultural Building, $100,000. The dairy 
buildings provided for will mean a distinct advancement of dairy 
husbandry, instruction in the agricultural course, and of dairy 
experiment work for the State. The great importance of the Agri- 
cultural Building to be erected at a cost of $100,000 is apparent. 
It will be built at the farm, and will meet a need long and seriously 
felt. It will provide lecture rooms and laboratories for the sev- 
eral departments of instruction in agriculture, library room, as- 
sembly room large enough for the special farmers' gatherings, 
facilities for much of the Experiment Station work, and admin- 
istration rooms worthy of the College, the Station and the State. 

The property of the College has been substantially increased 
during the year. The residence at the College Farm erected by 
the late Professor Edward B. Voorhees has been purchased from 
Mrs. Voorhees for $6,500 and rented to the present Director. 
The farm of Miss Emma W. Cook and Miss Anne B. Cook and 
the farm of Miss Mary C. Blew, a total of 132 acres, adjacent 
to the College Farm, have been bought at a total cost of $22,100. 
Of this amount $7,100 has been paid in cash and $15,000 by mort- 
gage. The larger area is necessary for the constantly larger work 
of instruction, experiment and production, and the addition is a 
very valuable asset to the College, making the entire area now 
about 275 acres. The dairy buildings will be erected on the addi- 
tion. The fire which destroyed the College farm buildings July 
nth, 191 1, though occurring after the ciose of the last College 
year, was mentioned in the last annual statement. The loss was 
about $24,000; the insurance received was $22,100. A new barn 
of finer construction, of modern arrangement and in better loca- 
tion has been erected. The greatest special property item of the 
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year at the Campus has been the Entomology Building, a brick 
building owned for some years by the College, and now remodeled 
for the use of the Department of Entomology at a cost of $2,000. 
and arranged, furnished and equipped at a cost of about $4,600. 
It meets the purpose well, provides instruction and experiment 
laboratories and will house the very valuable entomological collec- 
tions owned by the College. Another special item has been im- 
portant work at the Ralph Voorhees Library, made possible by a 
gift of $2,000 from Mrs. Ralph Voorhees. The work includes 
proper completing of vestibules, the decorating of interior walls, 
and more adequate facilities for library work. Other buildings 
on the Neilson Campus and on the Queen's Campus have received 
only usual repairs and betterments. An especially valuable addi- 
tion to equipment has been an Oxy-Acetylene apparatus, valued at 
$1,000, presented to the College for the use of the Chemistry 
and Engineering departments by the Linde Air-Products Com- 
pany through the interest of the late Dr. S. O. Vander Poel, Class 
of 1873 an d trustee. 

The special work for the conung year will be the arranging, 
furnishing and equipping of the physics laboratory in Geological 
Hall, for which a balance of about $5,400 remains available from 
State appropriation. The first floor of the hall will be entirely 
changed and made to share the departmental work now maintaining 
on the two floors aboeve. The Department of Geology will derive 
benefit also from the changes made. The third floor of Van Nest 
Hall will also be divided into three class rooms, for the better 
accommodation of the department of English. 

The financial year of the College has been a very satisfactory 
one. There has not been large increase in endowment, and there 
has been no decrease in the debt incurred for recent property pur- 
chases and erection; there has been slight increase in such obliga- 
tion. The increase in receipts appears in virtually every line of 
income. The largest addition to endowment is from the estate of 
the late Miss Susan Y. Lansing of Albany ; her will provided $5,000 
for the College, and in addition, one-third of the residuary es- 
tate. The direct and the residuary bequests have been paid in, 
amounting in all to $19,829.35. Further addition to general en- 
dowment has been through the Alumni Fund, $4,000, including 
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$1,000 from the Honorable G. D. B. Hasbrouck of the Class of 
1880. Gifts for current purposes have included $2,900 from donors 
of $100 each to the Administration Fund; $2,000 for Preparatory 
School deficiency, 1910-11, additional to the $3,000 for that pur- 
pose reported a year ago, and including three gifts of $5,000 each ; 
two gifts of $1,000 each, for Preparatory School deficiency, 191 1- 
12; $2,000 from Mrs. Ralph Voorhees for Ralph Voorhees Library. 
The Morrill Fund has provided $50,000 instead of the $45,000 oi 
last year. The College Experiment Station has received the same 
amount as last year. The income from endowment has been 
$34,574.09. The income from personal student payments addi- 
tional to scholarship payments has been $27,997.39. The total 
receipts have been $288,187.44. While all obligations of the Col- 
lege have been met, virtually every obligation to the College has 
also been paid. This remarkable record for the year is prevail inglv 
due to the great efficiency of the trasurer's office. The expense 
of administration in that office and in the registry office of neces- 
sity increases, but is more than justified by the excellence of the 
work, and the results. 

The Library, through the Librarian, George A. Osborn, B.Sc, 
reports distinct advance in its property, working equipment and 
practical efficiency. The generous donation of Mrs. Ralph Voor- 
hees gives the building much better appearance and adaptation. 
Additional shelving has been placed); a best type of filing cases 
has been installed; cabinets for historical collections and exhibits 
have also been provided. The number of books has been in- 
creased by 2,470, making a total of 66,991 now in the Library; 
the circulation has been 8,646. The largest single addition has 
been the Entomological Library of the late Professor John Bern- 
hard Smith. Mrs. Smith has very generously made a gift to 
the College of Professor Smith's collection of Lepidoptera and 
Noctuidae. It is an exceedingly valuable donation; it will bear 
his name; and, with th Hulst Collection, already owned, will em- 
phasize and strengthen the position of Rutgers as a foremost in- 
stitution in the richness of such collected treasure, in the facilities 
for investigation and demonstration in Entomology. The College 
now purchases Professor Smith's library, believing that it should 
not be dissipated, and that it should not be separated from- the col- 
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lections, and that it will add substantially to the library values of 
Rutgers. The next largest single addition has been the law library 
of the late Mansfield L. Hillhousc, LL.I5., First Director of the 
Hispanic Society, presented by his widow, Mrs. Isabel Hillhouse. 
The list of donors to the library is a long one, showing a wide in- 
terest in the College and in its library values on the part of Alumni 
and others. In certain departments and in certain groups of peri- 
odical literature the library is conspicuously strong. In other 
departments it urgently needs development. The funds available 
for purchases are not large: the amount should be increased by 
Rifts to endowment and to income; and the donation of books 
themselves and periodicals is a great service at all times. The 
desire for historical material is again emphasized, the call for 
printings and manuscripts and photographs and relics in any way 
related to Rutgers. The material now possessed is by no means 
insignificant. It has been recently disposed in new specially made 
cabinets for satisfactory exhibit and is a frank call upon all in- 
terested to make any possible additions to the collection, now that 
they can be well placed and cared for. The management of the 
library is now distinctly more adequate than ever before and its 
service for the College and the community was never so efficient. 
The open hours have been again slightly increased, and now ex- 
tend uninterruptedly from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m. 

The Museum through Professor J. Volney Lewis, Director, 
reports in part as follows: While no great or very notable ad- 
ditions have been made to the collections during the year, dona- 
tions of considerable value have been received from many friends. 
Worthy of special mention among these are Messrs. Harry R. 
Lee, Class of 1903; John H. Voorhees, Class of 1911; Alfred 
C Hawkins, of Princeton University: John A. Manley, of New 
Brunswick; David Jenkins, Class of 1906; Prof, H. B. North, 
of the Department of Chemistry. As in former years, collections 
have been made in various parts of New Jersey by the Director, 
in connection with work for the Geological Survey of the State, 
including rocks, minerals, microscopic sections and photographs. 
These are all on deposit in the department and form a valuable 
source of material for students in the advanced elective courses. 
According to the records of attendance kept by the Assistant, 
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there have been about 1,800 visitors to the Museum per annum 
for the past several years ; and since the opening in 1893, the total 
is about 31,800. In addition to these a considerable number of peo- 
ple avail themselves of the facilities of the department by corre- 
spondence concerning rocks, minerals, cements, ores and a variety 
of topics in the related natural sciences. The usefulness of the 
Museum in class instruction, which is perhaps its chief function, 
has been considerably increased during the year by the enlarge- 
ment, revision, and relabeling of the collections of rocks and struc- 
tural specimens. 

Professor Jacob G. Lipman, Ph.D., has been appointed Director 
of the College Experiment Station to succeed the late Professor 
Edward B. Voorhees, D.Sc. This action coincided with the choice 
of Dr. Lipman as Director of the State Experiment Station, and 
in conformity with it and with his professorship in the agricultural 
department of the College, he has been made Director also of the 
College Farm and of the Short Courses in Agriculture. The work 
of the Experiment Stations is reported and published in full by the 
Director and his associates. It need only be said here that the 
work maintains with great vigor along old lines and along new- 
lines from time to time undertaken. Some new experts and workers 
have been added to the staff. New and larger appropriations by the 
State have provided new activities and larger facilities at the Farm. 
The Farm itself is greatly improved by the changes following upon 
the fire of last summer and by special attention to the buildings 
and their immediate grounds. The Short Courses in Agriculture, 
under their Principal, Professor Kary C. Davis, Ph.D., have been 
attended by 128 students, an increase of nearly fifty over last year, 
which, was the largest attendance up to that time. A new course 
in poultry husbandry was very successfully given. The present 
facilities have been scarcely sufficient for the number of students 
and the attendance quite surely will contiue to increase. The slight 
increase in appropriation and the coming erection of the Agricul- 
tural Building will enable the College to adequately meet the situa- 
tion. 

Charter Day was observed November Toth, 1911, with address 
by the Honorable James Bryce, D.C.L., Ambassador from Great 
Britain to the United States. Usual College exercises were sus- 
pended and the celebration exercises were held in the Robert F. 
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Ballantine Gymnasium in order to allow a largest possible audi- 
ence, and the hall was filled, the College attending in a body. 
Mr. Bryce's address was on the Luther Laflin Kellogg Foundation ; 
his subject was "The Reading of Books/' An interesting incident 
in the program of the hour was the conferring of the degree, of 
Bachelor of Arts in the presence of the Ambassador upon Francis 
Marmaduke Potter, who had just returned from England with that 
degree from Oxford University. Mr. Potter received the degree 
as of the Class of 1909, having been a member of that Class at 
Rutgers until he left at the end of Junior year to enter upon ap- 
pointment as Rhodes Scholar from New Jersey. A further inci- 
dent was the announcement that the so-called John Bogart Letters 
had come into the possession of the College. These are letters, 
forty-seven in all, bearing upon the earliest life of Queen's, now 
Rutgers College. John Bogart was an earliest graduate and then 
a tutor of Queen's Grammar School and Queen's College; after 
graduation he carried on correspondence with his College friends; 
and this bundle of letters passed down from him unnoted until re- 
ceived in the family of the Rev. Charles T. Anderson, a minister of 
the Reformed Church ; their importance was at once realized, and 
their transfer to the College in time has been accomplished. A few 
are written by John Bogart himself; most are written to him by 
Simeon De Witt, Jeremiah Smith. James Schureman and other 
early students of Queen's. Interesting references to the Revolu- 
tionary War and other matters of the time abound. The refer- 
ences to the College circumstances, and the picture of the student 
life and friendship make the letters a valuable item in the Col- 
lege's historical collections. Their acquiring on Charter Day was 
peculiarly appropriate. In addition to the address of Mr. Bryce, 
two others were given during the year on the Kellogg Founda- 
tion, one by President Edwin A. Alderman, of the University of 
Virginia, on "The Problem of Democracy," the other by Pro- 
fessor Henry Van Dyke, of Princeton University, on "The Good 
Enchantment of Dickens." Other addresses made during the year 
before societies and clubs by others than members of the College 
have seen: before the Phi Beta Kappa Society, by President John 
Grier Hibben, of Princeton, Justice Francis J. Swayze, of the New 
Jersey Supreme Court, and Professor Bergen Davis, of Columbia; 
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before the Historical Club by Edward Q. Keasbey, Esq., William 
H. Benedict, Esq., the Rev. James W. Marshall, D.D., the Rev. 
Gifford P. Case and Mr. Charles Deshler ; before the Civil Engi- 
neering Club by John Bogart, D.Sc, William C. Ward, B.Sc, and 
Mr. Edward Wegmann; before the Chemical Club by Dr. H. S. 
Miner, Dr. W. A< Ducca and Prof. G. A. Hulett; before the Bio- 
logical Club by Dr. C S. Romer and Dr. Marshall A. Howe ; be- 
fore the Microscopical Society by Mr. A. Wayne Clark ; before the 
Philoclean Society by Mr. S. M. Christie; before the Y. M. C. A. 
by Mr. J. S. Elliott ; and before the Alliance Franqaise by Monsieur 
Louis A. Loiseaux, Monsieur Claude Benedict, Monsieur Daniel 
Jordan, Dr. Louis Delamarre, Monsieur Henry Bargy and Pro- 
fessor Raphael D' Amour. 

Preachers at the Sunday Chapel Service have included, beside 
ministers in the Faculty of the College and of the New Brunswick 
Seminary, the Rev. Henry E. Cobb, D.D., the Rev. John M. Ven- 
der Meulen, D. D., the Rev. William I. Chamberlain, D.D.. the 
Rev. Francis Brown, D. D., LL.D., the Rev. Everett T. Tomlinson 
and the Rev. Alexander MacColl. 

Commencement week was begun with the morning Chapel Ser- 
mon by Professor J. Frederic Berg, Ph.D.; D.D., of the Class 
of 1892, and the Baccalaureate Sermon in the evening at the Sec- 
ond Reformed Church by the Rev. William P. Merrill, D. D., of 
the Class of 1887, Minister of the Brick Presbyterian Church. 
New York City. At Commencement sixty-five canc$dates re- 
ceived the Bachelor's degree and graduate degrees were conferred 
on ten candidates. Honorary degrees were conferred as follows: 
The degree of Master of Arts on Charles Deshler, sometime mem- 
ber of the Class of 1885; the degree or Doctor of Letters on 
Thomas Tileston Wells, Esq., and on Calvin Noyes Kendall, Com- 
missioner of Education of New Jersey; the degree of Doctor of 
Science on John Bogart, graduate of the Class of 1853 ; the de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity on the Rev. William Rivers Taylor, 
graduate of the Class of 1876, and on the Rev. William Isaac 
Chamberlain, graduate of the Class of 1882; the degree of Doctor 
of Laws on the Rev. John Grier Hibben, President- of Princeton 
University, and on the Hon. Mahlon Pitney, Justice of thfc Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
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During the year the President has represented Rutgers College 
on various occasions at other institutions. At the suggestion and 
through the continued generosity of the trustee, Mr. L. F. Loree, 
he has been able to continue the series of persona! visits to other 
institutions. Last year those visited were the Carnegie Technical 
School at Pittsburgh, Purdue University, Valparaiso University, 
Cornell University, Cincinnati University and the Universities of 
Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. This year 
those visited were Case School of Applied Science, Western Re- 
serve University, Toronto University, McGill University, Bowdoin 
College, Brown University, Colgate University, Hamilton College 
and Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. Addresses have been made 
on many and varied occasions. 

In presenting this report I beg to append as part thereof a state- 
ment giving the College courses, the entrance requirements, and 
general information ; also full registry of Visitors, Trustees, Facul- 
ty and Students for the college year 1911-12.

1. For admission to the A.B. and Litt.B. courses 15 points are required. 
For admission to the general B.Sc. course the requirements are as fol- 
lows: 3 points in English, 3 points in Mathematics, and 9 points in 
other subjects, making a total of 15 points. 
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For admission to the technical B.Sc. courses, the requirements are as fol- 
lows: 3 points in English, 4 points in Mathematics, and 7 points in 
other subjects, making a total of 14 points. 

In 1914, for admission to the technical B.Sc. courses, 15 points will be 
required, the additional point to be offered in either language, science, 
or history, as the candidate may prefer. 

Enoijsh. — In English the standard college entrance requirement of fom 
years, equated as 3 points, is in force for admission to all courses. 

Mathematics. — In Mathematics, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the 
requirement is Algebra through ratio and proportions, and progres- 
sions, and Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the general BjSc. course the requirement is Algebra, as above, and 
Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses the requirement is Algebra, as above, Plane 
and Solid Geometry, and Plane Trigonometry, equated as 4 points. 

Latin. — In Latin, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, a standard four-year 
course is required, covering beginner's Latin, reading of texts equal in 
amount to four books of the Gallic War, six orations of Cicero, and six 
# books of the Aeneid, grammar, and prose composition, the whole equated 
as 4 points. The texts prescribed for reading are Cicero's orations for 
the Manilian law and for Archias, and Virgil's Aeneid, Books I, II, 
and either IV. or VI. For a list of the works from which the remain- 
der of the reading may be selected see Rutgers College Catalogue. The 
certificate requirement in prose composition is formulated as the equiv- 
alent of one period a week during the last two years of the school 
course. 

Gbeek. — In Greek a standard three-year course is required for admission 
to the A.B. course, covering beginner's Greek, Xenophon, Homer, and 
prose composition, equated as 3 points. 

German and French. — For the Litt.B. course three years of German or 
French (i. e. "Intermediate" German or French as defined by the Uni- 
form Entrance Examination Board) are required, equated as 3 points. 

For the general B.Sc. course (a) three years of German or French, or (b) 
four years, two of each language, or (c) five years, three of either lan- 
guage and two of the other, or (d) six years, three of each language, 
may be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses (a) two years of German or French, (b) 
three years of German or French, (c) four years, two of each language, 
or (d) five years, three of either language and two of the other, may 
be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

For the B.Sc. courses, general and technical, two or three years of Latin 
will be allowed for the present as an equivalent for a corresponding 
amount of either German or French. Not more than three years nor 
less than two years will be accepted in any language. 

Science. — In Science, for the B.Sc. courses, one year's experimental sci- 
ence is required, either Physics or Chemistry, equated as 1 point. 

One year's Physics and one year's Chemistry may be offered and will be 
equated as 2 points. 

A third science, i. e. a year's course in Botany, or Zoology, or Botany 
and Zoology, equated as 1 point, may be offered to make up the total 
number of points required. 

History. — In History, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the requirement 
is Ancient History, together with either United States History and Civ- 
ics, or Medieval and Modern History, or English History, the two 
courses being equated as 2 points. 

For the B.Sc. courses, one course in History is required, to be chosen from 
those named above, and equated as 1 point, and tfvo, or three, courses in 
History may be offered and will be equated accordingly.

III. COURSES OF STUDY. 

The College offers courses leading to the degrees of A.B. 
Litt.B., and B.Sc Undler the last are included a general sciena 
course, and technical science courses in Civil Engineering, Electri 
cal Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, Chemistry, Ceramics 
Agriculture and Biology. The A. B., the Litt. B., and the general 
science courses permit large freedom in the choice of electives and 
provide liberal preparatory training for the professions of law, 
medicine, theology, teaching and journalism. The technical science 
courses are designed to prepare for industrial positions of leader- 
ship, except the course in Biology, which aims to give a liberal 
training in the sciences and is especially appropriate as a prelim- 
inary to the study- of medicine. Short courses, not leading to a 
degree, are offered in Ceramics and in Agriculture. The following 
details may be noted :

Students entering with the requirements of the course leading to the degree 
of Litt. B.may substitute beginner's Greek for the modern language of 
the freshman year, and will take regular freshman Greek in the sopho- 
more year. In this case the degree of A.B. will be conferred on comple- 
tion of the course. 

Students pursuing the general science course, in case more than half 
their elective work in the junior and senior years is chosen in lan- 
guage, history, political science, ethics, pedagogy, or philosophy, will 
receive at graduation the degree of Litt.B. 

Students entering with the requirements for the technical science course- 
may at the close of the freshman year be transferred to the general 
science course, pursuing history, physics, French, and drill with the 
general science students, and English with the technical science stu- 
dents, together with five elective hours as set forth on the next page. 

Students in the general science course, who so desire, may at the close 
of the freshman year be transferred to the technical science course in 
Agriculture or in Biology.

IV. ELECTIVES AND OPTIONS. 

Before choosing their electives, students must consult the pro- 
fessors concerned, and at the beginning of the sophomore year 
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students in the technical science courses must consult also the heac 
of the technical science course which they intend to pursue. There 
is a standing committee of the Faculty to which all elective choices 
are submitted for approval. All choices are subject to the require- 
ments of the schedule, and will be allowed only when the previous 
preparation of the student qualifies Mm for the work chosen. 



V. SOPHOMORE ELECTIVES. 

Students in the A.B. and Litt.B. courses may take in continua- 
tion of their freshman work, any two of the 3-hour sophomore 
courses in English, Latin, Greek, (A.B. course), German (Litt.B. 
course), and mathematics, but those who have taken beginner's 
Greek (Greek A) in the freshman year must continue with regu- 
lar freshman Greek in the sophomore year. 

Students in the general science course may take in continuation 
of their freshman work any two of the 3-hour sophomore 
courses in English, German, and mathematics, or they may choose 
science (5 hours) with those pursuing the course in Biology, to- 
gether with Biological Laboratory (2 hours^i.) 

Students transferred from the technical science courses to the 
general science course, will choose, in addition to the required 
subjects, five hours of work from the following. 

1. Pure mathematics (4 hours) with those pursuing the engineering 

courses, together with drafting (2 hours=l). 

2. Mathematics (3 hours) with those pursuing the courses in Chemistry and 

Ceramics, together with drafting (4 hours=2). 

3. finance (5 hours) with those pursuing the course in Biology.

For residents of the State of New Jersey scholarships open to 
andidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Let- 
ers. or Bachelor of Science are provided as follows: 

. State Scholarships, Act of March 31, 1890, as amended by Act of March 
31, 1906. 

These scholarships cover all the College fees, including the charges for 
tuition and public-room service and special fees, altogether $130 to 
$160, according to circumstances. 

Appointment to these scholarships is determined as follows: 
A competitive examination, under the direction of the City Superinten- 
dents and the County Superintendent of Schools in each county, is held 
in each county of the State on the first Friday in June and the Saturday 
following of each year (in 1913 on June 6 and 7).

Students who have passed the State competitive examinations can enter the 
College without further examination. 
I State scholarships, Act of 1864. 

These scholarships cover the charge of $100 a year for tuition. 

The scholarships under this. Act are awarded, on the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Schools in each county, to students who have passed 
the required examinations. There are, in all, forty such scholarships. In- 
juirieg concerning vacancies for 1912 should be addressed to the Registrar. 



X. PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

Students should examine carefully the entrance requirements and 
shape their courses, particularly in the third and fourth years of 
the secondary school, so as to be able to furnish the points re- 
quired for the courses they desire to enter. 

It is well to take preliminary examinations at the end of the 
third year in all subjects already covered, especially in Algebra and 
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Plane Geometry, both because these subjects are more likely to be 
fresh in mind, and because it is unwise to leave too many examina- 
tions for the last year when the time is limited. 

The scholarship examinations being competitive, appointments 
are made in the order of excellence : therefore, a passing grade of 
Go per cenL. though sufficient for admission to the College, will 
not necessarily assure a scholarship appointment 

Students not able to pass in all subjects at the time appointed 
by law. (June 6 and 7. 191 3 ) may complete their records at the en- 
trance examinations held at the College in June and September. 
but such deferred examinations are not reckoned in the competition.

Report of the State Board of Visitors 



To His Excellency, James F. Fielder, Governor of the State of New 
Jersey: 

Sir — The Board of Visitors to the State Agricultural College 
herewith present their forty-ninth annual report upon the present 
condition and courses of instruction at that institution, as required 
by the act creating the Board, entitled, "An act appropriating scrip 
for the public lands granted to the State of New Jersey by the Act 
of Congress approved July second, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two," and approved April 4th, 1864. 

The members of the Board made an annual examination of the 
students pursuing the regular and special courses of instruction 
on the 15th day of May, 1913. 

The Board adopted a resolution expressing its full satisfaction 
with the courses and facilities of instruction offered by the Trus- 
tees of Rutgers College, of the continued devotion of the professors 
and instructors in their various lines of class and laboratory instruc- 
tion, and of the proficiency of the students in their various branches 
of study. 

During the year the membership of the Faculty has been 55, 
and all but four of this number have given instruction in the Scien- 
tific School. 

The enrollment of students for the year was 1,021 ; graduate 
students, 2; seniors, 69; juniors, 69; sophomores, 99; freshmen, 
138; special students, not candidates for a degree, 184; summer 
session, 314; and preparatory school pupils, 146. The degree of 
Bachelor of Science was conferred upon 43 graduates in June, 
1913. Of these graduates, 7 had pursued the Course in Agricul- 
ture, 1 the Course in Biology, 7 the Course in Chemistry^ 2 the 
Course in Ceramics, 10 the Course in Civil Engineering, 6 the 
Course in Electrical Engineering, 8 the Course in Mechanical Engi- 
neering, and 2 the Course in General Science. The degree of 
Bachelor of Arts was conferred upon 10 candidates and the degree 
of Bachelor of Letters upon 13 candidates at the same time.

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Report of the Board of Trustees. 



To His Excellency, James F. Fielder, Governor of the State of New 

Jersey: 

Sir — In compliance with the Act of Congress, approved July 
2nd, 1862, and the Act of the Legislature of New Jersey, approved 
April 4, 1864, I t> e g leave to submit, on behalf of the Trustees of 
Rutgers College the forty-ninth annual report of Rutgers Scien- 
tific School. 

During the year just closed, as in the year preceding, the Board 
of Trustees has lost two members by death. John Bayard Kirk- 
patrick, Esq., was born in Washington, D. C, February 14th, 1847, 
of a family long and closely connected with the College ; his grand- 
father, Andrew Kirkpatrick, was Rector of the College Grammar 
School in 1782. He was graduated from Rutgers in 1866, and he 
was elected a trustee in 1892. His residence and his business life 
were always in New Brunswick, near to the College, and his Alma 
Mater always commanded his ardent affection; it is said that in 
all his fifty years from his college entrance to his death he was 
never absent from the Campus on a Commencement Day. His 
genial and friendly disposition cornmended him to all members of 
the Board. He bore with cheerful endurance and persistent activ- 
ity much ill-health and suffering. He died near New Brunswick 
very suddenly, while on business a few miles from his home, Sep- 
tember 6th, 19 1 2. 

Anthony Dey, Esq., was born at Greenfield Hill, Connecticut, 
July 5U1, 1829. His ancestor, of the same name, Tunis Dey, was 
an original trustee of Rutgers, then Queen's College, 1766. He 
was prepared for college* at the Grammar School, now the Rutgers 
Preparatory School, and was graduated from Rutgers in 1850. He 
studied law, but entered into business life rather than the practice 
of law. His office and residence were in New York City, but he 
maintained a home also in New Brunswick, the old home of his 
grandfather, Colonel Joseph Warren Scott, which, with its sur- 
rounding acres, he gave, near the end of his life, to the city for 
a park. He retained great vigor and continued active work durnig 
his advanced years, virtually until his death. He was very gen- 
erous to many benevolent institutions, especially schools and hos- 
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pitals, and in many personal ways. He was elected a trustee of 
the College in 191 1. He died in New York City, October nth, 
1912. 

The Faculty has been greatly bereaved in the death of Professor 
Robert Woodworth Prentiss. The year preceding, at about the 
same season, was marked by the death of Professor John Bern- 
hardt Smith, and the year preceding that, at about the same sea- 
son, by the death of Professor Edward Burnett Voorhees. The 
death of Professor Prentiss, at about the same age as the others, 
in the prime of life, brings renewed and very keen sense of loss. 
He was born at Brighton, Mass., January 30th, 1857. He was 
graduated from Rutgers with the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
1878, and received from the College the degree of Master of Science 
in 1881. From 1879 to 1881 he was a Fellow at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. From 1881 to 1891 he was Assistant in the Nautical Al- 
manac Office at Washington; and from 1888 to 1891 he was Pro- 
fessor of Physics at the Corcoran Scientific School of Columbian 
University. In 1891 he became Associate Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy at Rutgers, and since 1892 has been Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics and Astronomy. He was Secretary of the 
Faculty from 1898 to. 1901, and Director of the Observatory from 
1903. He was Chief Examiner in Mathematics for the College 
Entrance Examination Board from 1907 to 191 1 ; he was frequent 
writer on mathematical and astronomical subjects. He was a Fel- 
low of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. 
Professor Prentiss was more than a man of great ability apd high 
attainments; he was a successful teacher; and he was an incessant 
servant of his College in ways of its general welfare, always an 
exponent of its characteristic spirit. He was very useful as a citi- 
zen and as a churchman, giving much service to local school affairs 
and valued leadership to the church with which he was connected. 
As a professor and as a loved personal friend he is greatly missed 
by Faculty and students and by the people of New Brunswick. 

Lieutenant Arthur Emmett Ahrends, Twenty-ninth Infantry, U. 
S. A., Professor of Military Science and Tactics, retires from the. 
Faculty at this time to rejoin his regiment, the full three years of 
detail by the War Department having expired. 

Kary Cadmus Davis, Ph.D., Professor of Agronomy, has re- 
signed to accept a professorship in the Peabody College for Teach- 
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ers at Nashville, Tennessee. Frank Wilson Lindsley, L.H.M.. 
has resigned the place of Instructor in Ma&ematics, which he has 
held for a year and a half. George Howard Baldwin, B.Sc, has 
resigned the position as Assistant in Ceramics, which he has held 
for one year. 

The following Professors, Instructors and Assistants, whose ap- 
pointments were fully recorded in the last annual statement, began 
their work with the academic year 1912-13: Melville Thurston 
Cook, Ph.D., Professor of Plant Pathology; Alexander James

Headlee, Ph.D., Professor of Entomology; Earl Cook Stillwell, 
B.Sc, Instructor in Horticulture; John Putnam Helyar, M.S., In- 
structor in Botany; Harry Nelson Lendall, B.S., Instructor in 
Mathematics; John Vail Bissett, B.Sc, Assistant in Chemistry; 
George Howard Baldwin, B.Sc, Assistant in Ceramics.

The, following new appointments have been made: 

Alva Agee, A.M., Professor of Soil Fertility. Professor Agec 
received the degree of M.A. from Wooster University, and he 
has served on the Board of Trustees of the University and on 
the Board of Control of the Ohio Experiment Station. Since 
1907 he has been in charge of the Agricultural Extension work 
of Pennsylvania State College; most recently he has been Dean 
of the College of Agriculture at that institution and acting Di- 
rector of the Agricultural Experiment Station of Pennsylvania. 
He is widely known as lecturer, writer and editor, as well as 
professor. 

Albert Ellicott Brown, B.Sc, First Lieutenant Sixteenth In- 
fantry, U. S. A., Professor of Military Science and Tactics. 
Lieutenant Brown was graduated from Rutgers in 1902; at gradua- 
tion he was ranked best soldier; he entered the service of the 
United States and he has been promoted from time to time. In 
view of his graduation at Rutgers, his excellent military record 
and his apparent fitness for the position, the War Department 
has detailed him to the College to succeed Lieutenant Ahrends. 

Augustine Wilberforce Blair, A.M., Associate Professor of 
Agricultural Chemistry. ProfessoN^Blair was graduated from 
Haverford College with the degree of B.S. in 1892. From 1892 
to 1895 ne taught science in secondary school. During the year 
1895-6 he pursued graduate study at Haverford, and in 1896 re- 
ceived the degree of A.M. During the year 1896-7 he was 
Professor of Science at Guilford College. From 1897 to 1899 
he was Chemist of the State Experiment Station, Raleigh, North 
Carolina. From 1899 to 1905 he was Assistant Chemist and Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry at the Florida Agricultural College, and from 
W06 to 191 1 Chemist of the Florida Experiment Station. Since 
i<)ii he has been Associate Soil Chemist at the New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station. 

Stanley Eugene Brasefield, Ph.D., Assistant Professor of 
Mathematics. Dr. Brasefield was graduated from Lafayette Col- 
lege in 1895 with the degree of B.S., and received the degree 
of Ph.D. from Cornell University in 191 2. He was engaged in 
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engineering work from 1895 to l &97 an( * taught mathematics in 
secondary schools from 1897 to 1901. During the year 1901-2 he 
was instructor in Mathematics and Civil Engineering at Michigan 
Agricultural College. From 1902 to 1910 he was at Lafayette 
College, first as Instructor and then as Assistant Professor of 
Mathematics and Graphics. From 1910 to 1912 he pursued gradu- 
ate study at Cornell University, and during the year 1912-13 he 
has been Honorary Fellow there. 

William Beverley Stone, Ph.D., Assistant Professor of Mathe- 
matics. Dr. Stone was graduated from the University of Vir- 
ginia with the degree of B.A. in 1901. and received from the 
same university the degree of A.M. in 1903, and the degree of 
Ph.D. in 1907. During the year 1907-8 he was Instructor in 
Mathematics at the University of Virginia. Since 1908 he has 
been Instructor in Mathematics at the University of Michigan. 

George Willard Martin, Litt.B., Assistant in Botany. Mr. 
Martin was graduated from Rutgers in 1912. During the year 
1912-13 he has been assistant in the department of Plant Pa- 
thology of the State Experiment Station, and he will continue also 
in this relation. 

Aaron Martin Hageman, B.Sc, Assistant in Chemistry. Mr. 
Hageman was graduated from Rutgers in 1912, and he received 
the degree of M.Sc, from the College in 1913. During the year 
1912-13 he was a Vanderpoel Fellow in Chemistry, and assisted 
in the Chemical Laboratory of the College. 

William Alexander Linn, E.E., Assistant in Electrical Engi- 
neering. Mr. Linn was graduated from Lehigh University in 1904. 
From 1904 to 191 1 he was engaged with various companies in 
electrical work. During the year T912-13 he has taught science 
in secondary school. 

Fellowships for the year 1913-14 have been assigned as follows: 

A Vanderpoel Fellowship in Chemistry to John Vail Bissett, 
B.Sc, a graduate of the Class of 1912. 

A Vanderpoel Fellowship in Chemistry to George Stanley 
Robins, B.Sc, a graduate of the Class of 1913. 

The John Oliver Herbert Memorial Fellowship m in Political 
Science to John Clyde Enk, A.B., a graduate of the Class of ,1913. 
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The Sulphur Research Fellowship to Henry Clay Lint, B.S., 
a graduate of the Kansas Agricultural College, 191 2, and an as- 
sistant in the Kansas Experiment Station, 1912-13. 

It is appropriate also to mention that the Rhodes Scholarship 
for New Jersey, appointment for 1913-16, has been assigned by 
the New Jersey Committee of Award to Valentine Britton Havens, 
A.B., a graduate of the Class of 1912. Samuel Arthur Devan, 
A.B., a graduate of the Class of 1909, now holds the Oxford 
Scholarship for New Jersey, 1911-14. Francis Marmaduke Potter, 
A,B., a member of the same class, held it for 1908-11. 

The Dean of the College, Professor Francis Cuyler Van Dyck, 
Ph.D., D.Sc, presented his resignation October nth, 1912. He 
had served in this administrative office for many years, and de- 
served relief from its duties that he might devote himself wholly 
to his constantly developing work as Professor of Physics. The 
resignation was accepted with great regret and with official ac- 
knowledgment by the trustees of the faithful and wise service 
so successfully fulfilled by him. The Faculty also made record 
of their grateful appreciation of this service. The trustees elected 
as his successor Professor Louis Bevier. Ph.D., Litt.D.. and he- 
entered upon the duties of the office of Dean, November 1st, 191 3. 

The registry in the College proper, the degree courses, has been 
about 400. A slightly increased entrance requirement for the 
Technical Science courses was in force; and no certificate for any 
study was accepted from a candidate not a full graduate of a 
secondary school. An important change made by the Faculty in 
the rules relating to deficiencies during the course will probably 
mean larger classes above the Freshman Class than heretofore, 
less loss of students from year to year. Heretofore, it has been 
required that every deficiency be removed by the beginning of the 
new College year, that student having even a single deficiency re- 
maining be entirely debarred from all courses with the advanced 
class, and be retained in College only with the loss of a year. This 
rule had many advantages. It meant that students were brought 
to the removal of deficiencies which they might otherwise have al- 
lowed to linger: and it meant that each of the three advanced 
classes always began its year's work without any burden whatever 
of deficiencies. The record also showed that it was a rare student 
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who was made to repeat his year because of a single deficiency. 
Nevertheless, such an instance, when it did occur, or even the 
instances of such required loss of a year for two deficiencies, gave 
some ground for criticism and was hard to justify even by the 
substantial value of the general College work which the rule car- 
ried. The Faculty, therefore, after long deliberation and thorough 
discussion, have decided to try the rule which obtains generally 
among the colleges, that a student having not more than two de- 
ficiences at the beginning of an advanced year need repeat with 
the lower class only the courses in which he has failed and may 
proceed with the advanced class in other subjects so far as the 
schedule permits. He will, however, be registered as a member 
of the lower class until all its work is completed and accepted. 
While this seems the more reasonable procedure as related to the 
individual case, it will mean undoubtedly a prolonging of de- 
ficiency burdens, some embarrassment in the arrangement of work 
and often, if not always, the loss of a year in the gaining of degree 
as under the old method. The Faculty, while allowing this appar- 
ently more generous opportunity to the deficient student, has at 
the same time distinctly reduced the number of opportunities for 
re-examination and has further provided that a student having 
less than 60 per cent, general average in the second half-year shall 
not be allowed any opportunity for re-examination in effort to main- 
tain place in his class, but must fall back a year; this peremptory 
rule has heretofore applied only to the student found thus extremely 
deficient at the close of the first half-year. It is gratifying that 
the number of students thus dropped this year has been exceed- 
ingly small ; and it is gratifying that now, as heretofore, so large 
a proportion of those dropped return to continue their course with 
the lower class rather than leave college. 

The general life of the College has been excellently main- 
tained. The student spirit individually and in the various organ- 
izations has been admirable, and the numerous activities have been 
well administered. It has been constantly possible and serviceable 
to have conference between the College administrators and the 
officers and committees of undergraduates, looking to best and 
most successful arrangements and to the general College welfare. 
A positive and sympathetic co-operation has meant best things 
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for all interests concerned. The social and athletic, the intellectual 
and religious affairs of the undergraduate life, all bear witness 
to this, and a clear acknowledgment of it is due the student body. 
Social events have distinctly conformed to certain appropriate 
principles. Athletics, the football and baseball and track and gym- 
nasium, have been notably well managed and have gained notable 
success; the credit for this is due to many concerned, to student 
managers and captains, and in good degree to Professor Bevier, 
now for many years Treasurer of the Athletic Association and 
Chairman of the Faculty Committee on Student Organizations. In 
debate, the success almost unbroken for many years, has been 
maintained in two additional victories. The students* weekly, The 
Targum, and their annual, The Scarlet Letter, are creditable and 
deserve larger support and worthy development by Alumni and 
friends. The Christian Association has maintained its work with- 
out a graduate or compensated Secretary and under earnest student 
leadership has enlarged in some measure its scope of work. The 
Association does need, however, an Executive Secretary, giving 
his whole time to the work; and it does need larger facilities, a 
Students' House. A very happy item in the religious life of the 
College is the exceptional spirit of Chapel Service on week days 
and Sundays. Nevertheless, a supreme problem of the College 
is the increasing of the religious activities of the students, the 
deepening of their religious life, the reaching of those who mani- 
fest no religious concern. 

An important advance in the College organization and work 
has been the establishing of a Summer School. Such school has 
been discussed for some time, and the annual statement a year 
ago suggested the probability of its starting in the summer of 
1913- The Legislature of New Jersey appropriated the neces- 
sary funds at its recent session and the courses were opened June 
30th, 1913, to be of six weeks' length, closing August 8th. The 
appropriation was under the title, Short Courses in Agriculture, 
Summer Session, and the courses offered, therefore, are primarily 
in agriculture and the sciences related ; but the fees received from 
the students have made possible the offering of some additional 
courses, in English, History, Education and other subjects. It is 
hoped that the appropriation next year will be made under the 
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general title and in perhaps increased amount, permitting a broader 
curriculum. The school has been organized under Professor Kary 
C. Davis as Principal, and Professor Alexander J. Inglis and 
County Superintendent of Schools H. Brewster Willis, as Vice- 
Principals. The corps of instructors has included some of the 
regular College professors and instructors and others especially 
secured, over twenty in all, beside many lecturers, addressing the 
entire school at its daily assembly. The school has evidently met a 
definite need and desire, and has had a surprisingly large enroll- 
ment for its first year and after its late undertaking, teachers in 
the school system of the State composing a large part of the at- 
tendance. The registry is 314. 

Another new activity of the College now being organized is 
Extension Work. Professor Inglis, chairman of the Extension 
Committee of the Faculty, is arranging with school authorities in 
Mew Brunswick and in other cities in New Jersey for courses 
adapted to serve the local teachers, and other students as well, in 
these communities. Such courses as may prove desirable and 
possible will be given by the college professors and instructors 
during the coming year. The project of a Woman's College, to 
be in affiliation with Rutgers, is being urged by women and 
women's clubs of the State. The Board of Trustees and the 
Faculty are not active in this movement, and feel that the es- 
tablishing of such a college could be welcomed or undertaken 
only if substantial funds were especially provided for appropriate 
buildings and for adequate maintenance. A strong and sympa- 
thetic interest in the higher education of women must be felt by 
all educators, and the absence of an institution for it in New 
Jersey is noteworthy. It is also noteworthy, and it is gratifying, 
that the idea now promoted by interested women of the State 
is not a coeducation but an affiliated college as Barnard is affiliated 
with Columbia, and Radcliffe with Harvard. 

The Alumni have continued to show their interest by attend- 
ance on Alumni Club occasions, especially in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Newark and New Brunswick, by substantial gifts through 
class syndicates and by individual effort and donation. The gifts 
by anniversary classes continue to be a notable feature of the 
Commencement reunion and a multiplied service to the College 
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property and resources. They have included this year the follow- 
ing items : Class of 1908, $500 for stone posts at the College avenue 
corner of the Queen's Campus and Neilson Campus ; Class of 1903, 
$500 for any purpose, preferably for the starting of a subscription 
for a College Swimming Pool; ClaSs of 1898, $250 or more for the 
Alumni Endowment Fund; Class of 1893, $500 for any desired 
purpose; Class of 1888, $500 for lamps at the Library entrances; 
Class of 1883, $1,500 to be paid during five-year period for the 
Alumni Endowment Fund. The Class of 1872 paid in a special 
subscription of $250 to the Alumni Endowment Fund, and the 
Class of 1884 made its annual gift of $100 for work on Queen's 
Building. The Class of 1885 P a 'd * n $1,000 heretofore subscribed 
to the Alumni Endowment Fund. The Class of 1887 has accom- 
plished its anniversary gift of new doors to the main hallway of 
Queen's at a cost of $600. The Class of 1913, honoring the cus- 
tom of gift by each class at graduation, has placed upon Queen's, 
at a cost of about $250, a handsome bronze tablet, narrating the 
inception of Queen's College in 1755, its founding by royal char- 
ter in 1766, the erection of Queen's Building in 1809, an ^ the 
change of the name of the College from Queen's to Rutgers in 
1825. The Chicago Rutgers Club has established an annual under- 
graduate prize of $35. Many classes and many alumni have con- 
tributed to the Alumni Endowment Fund, which has added to the 
endowment of the College during the year $3,500, and brought 
the total of the Fund up to $64,500. Some alumni, with other 
friends, have also contributed the standard annual amount, $100 
each, to the Administration Fund, which has reached a total of 
$3,000 for the year. 

Special individual gifts during the year have been, among 
others, $460 from William H. Leupp, Esq., of the Class of 1864, 
and James Neilson, Esq., of the Class of 1866, trustees, for the 
purchase of certain land adjacent to the College Farm ; $250 from 
William S. Myers, D.Sc, of the Class of 1889, trustee, for plant- 
ings at the Queen's Campus, and $300 from him for special build- 
ing repairs; $1,000 from J. Howard Ford, Esq., trustee, to pay 
for the John B. Smith Library, acquired by the College; $1,000 
from Mrs. Ralph Voorhees for improvement of the Ralph Voorhees 
Library; $1,500 from Mrs. Grace T. Wells, widow of John Wells, 
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Esq., of the Class of 1853, for purchase of books of French litera- 
ture for the Library; $5,000 from Leonor F. Loree, C.E., of the 
Class of 1877, trustee, for land purchase or other purpose; $5,000 
from Richard V. Lindabury, Esq., for any desired purpose; $11,500 
from James B. Ford, Esq., to complete purchase of land on Upper 
College avenue. Mrs. Russell W. Moore has subscribed $3,300, 
the amount necessary to erect a stone retaining wall at the rear 
of Queen's Campus; the wall will be a memorial to her grand- 
father, George Buckham, Esq., of the Class of 1832, who, in his 
lifetime, generously erected the wall on the easterly side of the 
Campus. Mrs. John B. Smith has given a portrait of the late Pro- 
fessor Smith to be added to the collection in the Chapel; she has 
also established an annual undergraduate prize of $25 in memory 
of him. Miss Estella Cole, sister of the late Palmer Cook Cole, 
M.D., of the Class of 1855, has presented a microscope and valu- 
able lenses and many important slides, belonging to Dr. Cole, and 
worth perhaps $500 ; they especially serve the departments of Biol- 
ogy and Botany. The Union Sulphur Company has established a 
Sulphur Research Fellowship by total gift of $3,000, to be paid 
to the College through a period of three years. 

The two largest gifts just now subscribed are for a professor- 
ship and for a dormitory. Mrs. Russell W. Moore establishes a 
Professorship of Architecture by present annual gift of at least 
$2,000, the income of $40,000 or $50,000, and with view to probable 
later donation of the capital amount; she makes the gift as a me- 
morial to her deceased husband, Van Campen Taylor, of the Class 
of 1867, architect of Winants Hall, and the professorship will bear 
his name. The gift is very welcome and distinctly in line with 
a hoped for development in the department of Fine Arts. Rutgers 
has for many years emphasized this department through its Pro- 
fessor of the History of Art, John C. Van Dyke, L.H.D. The new 
foundation will permit Associate Professor Clarence Ward to de- 
vote his entire time to his work in Architecture at Rutgers, while 
Dr. Van Dyke confines himself to Painting and Sculpture ; and the 
developing of the department will have vocational as well as cul- 
tural value, providing a basis for the architect's profession. The 
other and still larger gift is offered by J. Howard Ford, Esq., 
trustee. Mr. Ford has had plans prepared by Messrs. Cram, Good- 
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hu€ and Ferguson for a Dormitory to cost $110,000, and to be 
erected on appropriate site which may be secured or agreed upon. 
The building proposed is in Colonial style, consistent with Queen's, 
and admirably arranged for its purpose. It will be a very hand- 
some and useful addition to the College property and equipment. 
The growth of the College is thus recognized, in this line provided 
for, and at the same time will be stimulated by the new and in 
every way excellent student residence offered. It should be soon 
a source of substantial income to the College. It is hoped that ac- 
ceptable site may at oqce be available and the building be promptly 
begun with view to readiness at the opening of the College year, 
September, 1914. The generous gift of Mr. Ford and that of Mrs. 
Moore, together with the other substantial donations of the year, 
stirred great enthusiasm at the Commencement gathering, and re- 
ceived the very grateful acknowledgment of the Trustees and 
Alumni. 

The College has received word of benefit provided for it in 
the will of Mrs. Anna Moore, recently deceased, and in the will 
of Mrs. Mary B. Pell, recently deceased. Mrs. Moore, widow of 
James Amory Moore of the Class of 1854, made bequest of $5,000, 
unrestricted, to Rutgers College. Mrs. Pell made bequest of large 
amount, the payment of which is contingent upon the value and 
sale of certain property and the expiring of certain life trusts. 
The possible or total value to the College has been greatly exag- 
gerated in widespread reports. The apparent possible benefit is 
as follows: (1) $200,000 for a College building if certain property 
be sold for an amount sufficient to create life trusts amounting to 
about $1,000,000, and to pay, after that, the said $200,000 to Rut- 
gers College and a like amount for like purpose to the New Bruns- 
wick Seminary; (2) one-sixth of such income on the life trusts, 
$1,000,000, as may exceed payment at fixed rate to the annuitants; 
(3) one-sixth of the capital amount of such life trusts, $1,000,000, 
as from time to time the life trusts expire. It is appropriate to 
urge upon many who know the College a like generous provision 
for its welfare. If graduates will make bequest to Rutgers in 
their wills; if widows or parents or children of graduates will 
make bequest, perhaps provide memorials; if citizens of the city 
in which the College is a rare value and a source of great pride 
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wiO make bequest for its support and increase, tbere will be a 
splendid and constant enrichment as the years pass. Better still 
is it if graduates and friends will make their gifts to Rutgers ac- 
cording to ability while they lire. 

The property of the CbDege has received substantial additions 
during the year. The gift of Mr. James B. Ford, $11,500, added 
to his former gift of $10^000, has procured the block of land on 
upper College avenue, adjoining the block received a few years 
ago by donation from the heirs of John R. Ford and the heirs of 
Christopher Meyer. This valuable double block, 500 feet by 460 
feet, in splendid location, now owned by the College, stands avail- 
able for the Preparatory School, as originally proposed, or for 
other purpose as the Trustees may determine. A small tract of 
land on upper George street, about 250 feet by 150 feet, has been 
purchased at a cost of $4,800 as a site for the erection of cottages 
to be used at least temporarily as dormitories for Preparatory 
School students. The property of the family of the late Theodore 
G. Xeilson. large lot and residence, within the bounds of the 
Xeilson Campus, at the rear of the Gymnasium, has been purchased 
at a cost of $10,500, completing the College's ownership of the 
entire frontage on George street, between Hamilton street and 
Seminary place. Some special changes and some ordinary repairs 
in the College buildings have been accomplished. The basement 
floor of Geological Hall has been completely remodeled and adapted 
for the use of the Department of Geology and the Department of 
Physics. The third floor of Van Xest Hall, heretofore a single 
room, has been changed to three rooms with hall for the better 
accommodation of the Department of English. A distinct service 
to the College in the use of the Chapel and the other buildings on 
Queen's Campus is assured by the work now to be undertaken by 
the Pennsylvania railroad to reduce the noise of passing trains; 
certain changes at the street bridge of the railroad near the Campus 
are proposed; and the courtesy of the officials of the road in this 
matter is deeply appreciated. 

The relations with the State of New Jersey have continued 
very satisfactory. The Board of Visitors has reported to the 
Governor its approval of the work done. A greater intimacy and 
co-operation with the State Board of Education have been estab-

lished. The appropriations by the Legislature for work main-* 
tained for the State by the College have included, beside the usual 
amount for Land Grant Interest, Scholarships, Department of 
Ceramics, and Short Courses in Agriculture; some special items: 
$2,000 for reference books and periodicals; $7,500 for the fur- 
nishing and equipment of the Departments of Bacteriology, Biology 
and Botany; $20,000 for the furnishing and equipping of the Agri- 
cultural Building now to be erected; and $7,000 for various prop- 
erty advancements at the College Farm. Bids for the erection of 
the Agricultural Building, for which $100,000 was appropriated 
a year ago, will be opened on August 7th. A commanding site at 
the College Farm, the central point in a comprehensive plan for a 
possible group of buildings, has been chosen for this immediate 
erection. The plan for location of buildings and development of 
grounds has been prepared by an experienced landscape architect, 
and the plans for this building have been drawn by the State Archi- 
tect in consultation with the Professor of Architecture in the 
College. 

The report of the Treasurer shows some noteworthy facts. The 
collection of interest on invested funds and of tuition charges and 
fees has been almost absolutely complete. Necessary increases in 
the salary of professors and instructors and the expense of neces- 
sary additions to the teaching corps, beside other extraordinary 
expenses, have been met from ordinary income. The accounts 
show all expenses of the year apparently met and a slight balance 
in the treasury. This leaves out of consideration, however, obliga 
tions assumed in the acquiring of property and a deficiency in the 
account of the Preparatory School. 

The Library shows substantial increase in number of volumes 
and in use by the students. The gift of $1,000 by Mrs. Ralph 
Voorhees for the building and equipment, the gift of $1,500 by 
Mrs. Grace T. Wells for the purchase of French literature and 
the gift of $1,000 from Mr. John Howard Ford for the purchase of 
the John B. Smith Library have been the largest donations. Other 
important gifts have been received, however, and the list of those 
making large or small donations includes 140 names beside asso- 
.ciations and corporations. The method of instruction which sends 
students to the Library for the study of appropriate, related books 
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is distinctly increasing, wisely so, and every department should be 
constantly enriched to meet the demand and fulfill an always larger 
service. One or another particular department may at any time 
appeal to the special interest of one or another friend of the Col- 
lege. Just now a gift of $500 for the Department of Philosophy 
would meet a pressing need, and the same amount for the Depart- 
ment of History. The Library is singularly well managed by the 
Librarian, and his assistants. The work is sufficient, however, to 
occupy one or two additional assistants who cannot now be had 
with the funds at disposal. The Geological Museum has also re- 
ceived valuable additions, and is constantly increasing its use- 
fulness. 

The Preparatory School has had a good year in respect to or- 
ganization and instruction, but a year marked by excess of expendi- 
ture over receipts. It was necessary for the Head Master to inaug- 
urate for the permanent interest of the school a policy and method 
which meant, with the stronger institution, a decreased attend- 
ance. The results in an educational way have been very happy, 
and it is hoped that the coming year will show satisfactory finan- 
cial results. After years of intention and delay, the school resi- 
dence will now be moved from the present unfortunate building 
and location to new location and new buildings. A splendid site 
at the north end of the city overlooking the river has been pur- 
chased and three dormitory cottages will be built, providing accom- 
modation for the Head Master and assistants and thirty boys. The 
house should be ready for occupation by Thanksgiving, and should 
induce the regist r ation of as many boys as can be accommodated. 
With the athletic field near by, the river in the immediate fore- 
ground, the open country just at hand, a beautiful outlook, a best 
opportunity for outdoor life, a well organized teaching force under 
an exceptional Head Master, and an appropriate recitation hall, the 
school may now fairly and confidently ask for the sons of graduates 
of Rutgers and of their friends. 

The Experiment Station has carried on its research work in 
the laboratory and on the land with usual vigor and success, pur- 
suing old lines and entering new Hne9 of investigation. 

The several Affiliated Societies and the undergraduate Depart- 
mental Clubs have had an active year and been addressed con- 
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stantly on subjects in their several fields. Readers, beside under- 
graduates in the departmental clubs, have been: 

Phi Beta Kappa, Professor Melville T. Cook, on Vegetable 
Cancer; Lewis G. Leary, Ph.D., on Andorra, the Hidden Re- 
public; Professor Louis Bevier, on Recent Discoveries in Crete;

Report of the Board of Trustees. 

The change of Commencement Exercises from evening hour to 
morning hour was made with satisfaction and profit A full at- 
tendance of the Board of -Trustees and a far larger attendance 
of Alumni at the exercises were thus secured. The change of 
place from the Gymnasium to the Second Reformed Churhc, com- 
pelled by the exigencies of the day's program, and the shorten- 
ing of the program at the church were also with advantage. The 
wearing of academic costume by all the Trustees and all the Fac- 
ulty, as well as all candidates for degrees, proved appropriate and 
acceptable. Ten candidates received the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, thirteen the degree of Bachelor of Letters, forty-three the 
degree of Bachelor of Science, four the degree of Master oi Arts, 
three the degree of Master of Science, five the degree of Civil 
Engineer. Honorary degrees were conferred as follows: The 
degree of LL.D. on Elmer Ellsworth Brown, Chancellor of New 
York University, the Rev. John F. Mesick, of the Class of 1834, 
and Frederick Frelinghuysen, Esq., of the Class of 1868; the de- 
gree of D.D. on the Rev. Richard A. Pearse, of the Class of 1870, 
and the Rev. J. Brownlee Voorhees, of the Class of 1896; the 
degree of D.Sc., on Frederic Remsen Hutton, of New York City; 
the degree of A.M., on Robert H. Robertson, sometime member 
of the Class of 1869, and J. Brognard Betts, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Education for New Jersey. 

The action of the Trustees in directing that Commencement be 
held a week earlier than heretofore in 1914 and thereafter, prom- 
ises substantial advantage in several ways. The actual working 
year of the College will be reduced not more than two or three 
days, the recess at Christmas and the recess at Easter being made 
slightly less, and will remain in conformity with usual practice 
among the colleges. The work at the year's end will be served 
by the earlier closing, it is thought; it will be advantageous to be- 
gin the two weeks of summer engineering field work at the earlier 
date; the session of the Summer School will share the advantage. 
Larger opportunity will also be afforded the many students who 
desire to pursue employment during the summer and who need 
to do so for necessary self-support through the College course. 

The following general, preliminary and tentative action has been 
taken, looking to a proper celebration in 1916 of the one hundred 
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and fiftieth anniversary of the granting of the Charter of the 
College, November ioth, 1766: 

That anniversary exercises be held with historical address; that 
delegates from other institutions and other appropriate guests 
Jje invited to attend; that papers be prepared in various fields 
of the Colleges educational work for reading or printing, like- 
wise papers representative of the Alumni life in all fields of activ- 
ity at home and abroad; that a full detailed history of the College 
be prepared and printed, including documents in point ; that a new 
edition of the General Catalogue be issued with larger plan of 
data concerning graduates and non-graduates ; that effort for sub- 
stantial gifts, a large fund to increase endowment, be undertaken ; 
that committees appropriate to the various necessary activities be 
appointed in due time from the Trustees, the Faculty, the Alumni, 
the citizens of New Brunswick and other friends. 

The President of the College has represented it on various ap- 
propriate occasions during the year: At the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of Mount Holyoke College, the Inaugura- 
tion of the President of Amherst College, the Inauguration of the 
President of Hope College, the Association of State Colleges at 
Atlanta, and the Conference of Engineering Schools and Depart- 
ments at Washington. On his behalf, Howard N. Fuller, Esq., 
graduate and trustee, represented the College at the Dedication of 
the Education Building of the State of New York, and Professor 
Alexander J. Inglis fulfilled like service at the Inauguration of the 
President of Drew Seminary. Many invitations to academic occa- 
sions have been received at which the College could not be repre- 
sented by a delegate. Leonor F. Loree, C.E., graduate and trus- 
tee, as in the preceding two years, again generously provided for 
the President of the College a visit to various educational institu- 
tions. This year the trip was made southward. The institutions 
visited were Johns Hopkins University, the Gilman Country School 
for Boys, Washington and Lee University, Virginia Military Insti- 
tute, the University of North Carolina, the University of South 
Carolina, and the University of Georgia. The interests of the Col- 
lege have been presented on various occasions, espccialy at sec- 
ondary schools and Alumni gatherings, and addresses on different 
subjects have been made on different occasions.

In presenting this report, I beg to append as part thereof a state- 
ment giving the College courses, the entrance requirements, and 
general information; also full registry of Visitors, Trustees, Fac- 
ulty and Students for the college year 1913-14.

Admission is either by examination or by certificate, 
i. Entrance examinations for admission will be held at the 
College on Friday and Saturday, June 19 and 20, 1914. 

2. The State competitive examinations will be held in each 
county on Friday and Saturday, June 5 and 6, 1914. 

3. Students who have passed the examinations held under the 
authority of the Regents of the State of New York, or the exam- 
inations of the College Entrance Examination Board, are admitted 
on presentation of testimonials to that effect. 

4. Students who, being graduates of a four years'- course, 
present certificates from certain schools approved by the Faculty 
of the College, are exempted from examination in the studies thus 
certified. 



II. REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. 

The requirements for admission to the freshman class for 1913 
are fully stated in the catalogue, which may be had on application. 
A brief table in tabular form here follows, for the understand- 
ing of which it is necessary to remember that a "point" may be 
defined as a subject of the secondary school curriculum pursued 
throughout an academic year for four or five periods a week.

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Requirements For Admission. 

For admission to the A.B. and Litt.B. courses 15 points are required. 

For admission to the general B.Sc. course the requirements are as follows: 
3 points in English, 3 points in Mathematics, and 9 points in other sub- 
jects, making a total of 15 points. 

For admission to the technical B.Sc. courses the requirements are as follows : 
3 points in English, 4 points in Mathematics, and 8 points in other sub- 
jects, making a total of 15 points. 

English. — In English the standard college entrance requirement of four 
years, equated as 3 points, is in force for admission to all courses. 

Mathematics. — In Mathematics, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the re- 
quirement is Algebra through ratio and proportions, and progressions, 
and Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the general B.Sc. course the requirement is Algebra, as above, and 
Plane Geometry, equated as 3 points. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses the requirement is Algebra, as above, Plane 
and Solid Geometry, and Plane Trigonometry, equated as 4 points. 

Latin. — In Latin, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, a standard four-year 
course is required, covering beginner's Latin, reading of texts equal in 
amount to four books of the Gallic War, six orations of Cicero, and six 
books of the Aeneid, grammar, and prose composition, the whole equated 
as 4 points. The texts prescribed for reading are Cicero's orations for 
the Manilian law and for Archias, and Virgil's Aeneid, Books I, II, 
and either IV. or VI. For a list of the works from which the remain- 
der of the reading may be selected, see Rutgers College Catalogue. The 
certificate requirement in prose composition is formulated as the equiv- 
alent of one period a week during the last two years of the school 
course. 

Greek. — In Greek, a standard three-year course is required for admission 
to the A.B. course, covering beginner's Qreek, Xenophon, Homer, and 
prose composition, equated as 3 points. 

German and French. — For the Litt.B. course, three years of German or 
French (i. e. "Intermediate" German or French as defined by the Uni- 
form Entrance Examination Board) are required, equated as 3 points. 

For the general B.Sc. course (a) three years of German or French, or (b) 
four years, two of each language, or (c) five years, three of either lan- 
guage and two of the other, or (d) six years, three of each language, 
may be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

For the technical B.Sc. courses (a) two years of German or French, (b) 
three years of German or French, (c) four years, two of each language, 
(d) five years, three of either language and two of the other, or (e) six 
years, three of each language, may be offered and will be equated accord- 
ingly. 

For the B.Sc. courses, general and technical, two or three years of Latin 
will be allowed for the present as an equivalent for a corresponding 
amount of either German or French. Not more than three years nor 
less than two years will be accepted in any language. 

Science. — In Science, for the B.Sc. courses, one year's experimental science 
is required, either Physics or Chemistry, equated as 1 point. 

One year's Physics and one year's Chemistry may be offered and will be 
equated as 2 points. 

A third science, i. e. a year's course in Botany, or Zoology, or Botany and 
Zoology, equated as 1 point, may be offered up the total number of points 
required. 

History. — In History, for the A.B. and Litt.B. courses, the requirement 
is Ancient History, together with either United States History and Civics, 
or Medieval and Modern History, or English History, the two courses 
being equated as 2 points.

For the B.Sc. courses, one course in History is required, to be chosen from 
those named above, and equated as i point, and two, or three, courses in 
History may be offered and will be equated accordingly. 

III. COURSES OF STUDY. 

The College offers courses leading jto the degrees of A.B., 
LittB., and B.Sc. Under the last are included a general science 
course, and technical science courses in Civil Engineering, Electri- 
cal Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, Chemistry, Ceramics, 
Agriculture and Biology. The A.B., the LittB., and the general 
science courses permit large freedom in the choice of electives and 
provide liberal preparatory training for the professions of law, 
medicine, theology, teaching and journalism. The technical science 
courses are designed to prepare for industrial positions of leader- 
ship, except the course in Biology, which aims to give a liberal 
training in the sciences and is especially appropriate as a prelim- 
inary to the study of medicine. Short courses, not leading to a 
degree, are offered in Ceramics and in Agriculture. The following 
details may be noted: 

i. Students entering with the requirements of the course leading to the degree 
of Litt.B. may substitute beginner's Greek for the modern language of 
the freshman year, and will take regular freshman Greek in the sopho- 
more year. In this case, the degree of A.B. will be conferred on comple- 
tion of the course. 

2. Students pursuing the general science course, in case more than half 

their elective work in the junior and senior years is chosen in language, 
history, political science, ethics, pedagogy, or philosophy, will receive 
at graduation the degree of Litt.B. 

3. Students entering with the requirements for the technical science courses 

may, at the close of the freshman year, be transferred to the general 
science course, pursuing history, physics, French, and drill with the gen- 
eral science students, and English with the technical science students, 
together with five elective hours as set forth on the next page. 

4. Students in the general science course, who so desire, may, at the close 

of the freshman year, be transferred to the technical science course in 
Agriculture or in Biology.

IV. ELECTIVES AND OPTIONS. 
Before choosing their electives,- students must consult the pro- 
fessors concerned, and at the beginning of the sophomore year 
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students in the technical science courses must consult also the head 
of the technical science course which they intend to pursue. There 
is a standing committee of the Faculty to which all elective choices 
are submitted for approval. All choices are subject to the require- 
ments of the schedule, and will be allowed only when the previous 
preparation of the student qualifies him for the work chosen. 



V. SOPHOMORE ELECTIVES. 

Students in the A.B. and Litt.B. courses may take in continua- 
tion of their freshman work, any two of the 3-hour sophomore 
courses in English, Latin, Greek, (A.B. course), German (LittB. 
course), and mathematics, but those who have taken beginners 
Greek (Greek A) in the freshman year must continue with regu- 
lar freshman Greek in the sophomore year. 

Students in the general science course may take any two of the 
3-hour sophomore courses in English, German, mathematics, botany 
or zoology. 

Students transferred from the technical science course to the 
general science course, will choose, in addition to the required 
subjects, five hours of work from the following: 

1. Pure mathematics (4 hours) with those pursuing the engineering courses. 

together with drafting (2 hours^i). 

2. Mathematics (3 hours) with those pursuing the courses in Chemistry and 

Ceramics, together with drafting (4 hours=2). 
j. Science (5 hours) with those pursuing the course in Biology.

i. State Scholarships, Act of March 31, 1890, as amended by Act of March 

3i, 1905. 
These scholarships cover all the College fees, including the charges for 

tuition and public- room service and special fees, altogether $130 to $160, 

according to circumstances. 
Appointment to these scholarships is determined as follows : 

A competitive examination, under the direction of the City Superintendents 

and the County Superintendent of Schools in each county, is held in each 

county of the State on the first Friday in June and the Saturday following 

of each year (in 19 14 on June 5 and 6.) 
The whole number of such scholarships to be awarded each year is equal 

to the whole number of members of Assembly for the State as follows :

Any candidate who passes the examination is entitled to an appointment 
provided there is a vacancy in any district. 

Students who have passed the State competitive examinations can enter the 
College without further examination. 
2. State scholarships, Act of 1864. 

These scholarships cover the charge of $100 a year for tuition. 

The scholarships under this Act are awarded, on the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Schools in each county, to students who have passed 
the required examinations. There are, in all, forty such scholarships. In- 
quiries concerning vacancies for 1914 should be addressed to the Registrar. 



X. PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

Students should examine carefully the entrance requirements and 
shape their courses, particularly in the third and fourth years of 
the secondary school, so as to be able to furnish the points re- 
quired for the courses they desire to enter. 

It is well to take preliminary examinations at the end of the 
third year in all subjects already covered, especially in Algebra and 
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Plane Geometry, both because these subjects are more likely to be 
fresh in mind, and because it is unwise to leave too many examina- 
tions for the last year when the time is limited. 

The scholarship examinations being competitive, appointments 
are made in the ordeV of excellence : therefore, a passing grade of 
60 per cent., though sufficient for admission to the College, will 
not necessarily assure a scholarship appointment 

Students not able to pass in all subjects at the time appointed 
by law, (June 5 and 6, 1914) may complete their records at the en- 
trance examinations held at the College in June and September, 
but such deferred examinations are not reckoned in the competition.
